Downtown 
redesign 
report ready 


A summary of Village Planner Joe 


Hester's proposals to redesign down- 
town Arlington Heights is available to 
residents from the village planning 
department, 33 S. Arlington Heights 
Rd. 


The summary report highlights in- 


formation in five detailed studies pre- 
pared for the special committee now 
studying business district revitaliza- 
tion. 


Proposals for downtown parking 


garages and pedestrian malls are in- 
cluded along with three alternative fu- 
ture designs for the downtown. 


THE ALTERNATIVES are for the 


downtown to remain divided by North- 
west Highway, to construct a North- 
west Highway bypass in order to un- 
ify downtown, or to relocate estab- 
lishments in the north-side business 
district to an expanded south-side re- 
tail center. 


The .assessed valuation of Arlington 


Heights business •district now amounts 
to only 1.3 per cent of the total as- 
sessed valuation of the village — an 
economic statistic prompting new 
calls for revitalizing the downtown 
center. 


In general, downtown assessed valu- 


ation should amount to at least 10 per 
cent of the community total, accord- 
ing to the report. 


The proposals concentrate on im- 


proving access to downtown stores, 
lessening traffic congestion, increas- 
ing parking, improving ^aesthetics and 
revising restrictive parking ordi- 
nances.

Holidays are no time to give up the fight against fat

Thanksgiving is past and the first 


skirmish in the holiday Battle of the 
Bulge is over. Two more rounds, 
Christmas and New Year's remain to 
be fought. 


The enemy silently awaits, brilliant 


and plentiful. And the sweet smell of 
defeat, not victory, is almost too 
much to bear. It's food. 


For the 1,000 Chicago area mem- 


bers of Overeaters Anonymous (OA) 
the holiday season is not so jolly, par- 
ticularly when it comes to resisting 
the temptations of the dinner table. 


FOR THOSE WHO duel daily with 


the scales, every pound counts, and 
Thanksgiving, Christmas and New 
Year's are not'good enough excuses to 
indulge. Holidays are just like any 
other days. 


"This is the most difficult time of 


the year for us," said Carol Wendt, 
Arlington Heights, president of Over- 
eaters Anonymous. "We can't deviate 
from our diets, even though it's a holi- 
day." 


Those who are serious about losing 


10, SO or 100 pounds of unwanted fat 
must lead a Spartan existence. Small 


portions are the order of the day all 
year long. 


No rolls, no butter, no candy, no 


sweet potatoes, no Christmas cookies 
— nothing rich and fatty are per- 
mitted. Overeaters are just like alco- 
holics, Ms. Wendt said. Once you give 
in — even though it's Christmas — the 
battle may be lost for months after- 
ward. 


"THESE ARE THE things Which 


your system craves," she said. "It's 
easy to rationalize and eat some of 
these foods, but once you start again 
it's hard to stop." 


Members of the organization keep 


phone lists of other problem eaters to 
give each other mutual support dur- 
ring the holiday seige. Sometimes a 
phone call and a little confidence 
building will stem the tide of tempta- 
tion. 


"We tell our people to take it one 


day at a time," Ms. Wendt said. 
"Sometimes you just have to take, it 
an hour or five minutes at a time to 
make it through." 


OA does not recommend a particu- 


lar diet for its members, nor does it 
enforce dieting. However, it does sug- 
gest what should be avoided. One of 


things is alcohol, and that 


rtakes New Year's most difficult. 


OA HAS CHICAGO chapters which 


range in size from 10 to 40 members 
each. Ms. Wendt began the program 
about three years ago after learning 
about the organization's success in 
other cities. Chapters meet regularly 
in Des Plaines, Arlington Heights, 
Mount Prospect, Glenview, Highland 
Park, Oak, Park, Zion, McHenry and 
other communities. 


The OA procedure is modeled after 


Alcoholics Anonymous. The only real 
difference is that food is the problem. 


"We all have hang ups," Ms. Wendt 


said. "Mine is starchy foods. Others 
have problems with candy." 


The first step on the road to losing 


weight is to admit you're a com- 
pulsive overeater, said Ms. Wendt. 
Once that confession is made, the 
fight becomes easier. 


"We also believe in a serenity pray- 


er," she said. "It's not religious, just 
the realization that you can't do it all 
by yourself." 


MS. WENDT. is a believer in the 


system. She's lost about 40 pounds. 


"I've still got another 60 to take 


off,"she said.

She said the common belief that a 


fat person is jolly and happy is false. 
Overeating is spawned of unhappi- 
ness. It's an escape. 


But if she and others can resist 


temptation, next year's holiday sea- 
son may be much happier.

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Street gangs of the '70s: 


'See thai little kid? He'd sooner shoot you than not9

Plainclothes policemen Ray Lytle and Ray Ross 


peered out the window of their unmarked squad car. A 
group of youths, among them some as young as 10, 
milled In front of an old dwelling on Chicago's North 
Side. 


It looked like any neighborhood gathering, until Ross 


said: "Those are street gang members. See that little 
kid? He'd sooner shoot you than not." 


Members of a citywide gang known as the "Gay- 


lords" were spending a typical school day getting their 
kicks outside the classroom. Some were high on mari- 
juana, some were truant and some may have been res- 
ting between nighttime spats with members of the rival 
"Latin King Nation." 


Nighttime spats, nowadays, can mean bloody shoot- 


outs in the streets. The gangs have changed from the 
years of "West Side Story" rumbles with knives and 
chains. 


"It was better then, " said Bob Mason, 20, a past 


president of the Gaylords, who has seen the change 
during his six years in the gang. 


"Now guys just pull up on a corner, see two or three 


members of another gang, and start shooting. It's real- 
ly stupid if you look at It." 


Walter B. Miller, an anthropologist at the Harvard 


law school's center for criminal justice, recently com- 
pleted a three-year study on street gangs in 12 of the 
nation's largest cities for the Law Enforcement Admin- 
istration Agency. 


Although Miller concluded that "one of the worst 


sources of information about street gangs is street gang 
members," he might agree with Mason's summation. 


Gangs still roam the streets of the nation's urban 


centers. But today they travel in cars and members are 
armed with sophisticated weaponry — police revolvers, 
shotguns, homemade bazookas and Molotov cocktails 
instead of the chains, pipes, knives and zip guns of the 
'SOs and '60s. 


Members are as young as 5 and as old as 50. More 


teen-age girls are joining. Ross shrugged and said, "It's 
the 'in' thing now to be in a gang." 


The gangs are proliferating in spite of scores of gov- 


ernment and community action programs designed to 
curb their activities, which range from the traditional 
"gang-bangln* " — fights between rival racial groups — 
to violent crimes vented against the public. 


On a given day in most major cities, gang members 


can be seen mingling on a street corner, a front lawn or 
In a school yard, "stylin"' their embroidered $50 
sweaters or Just "representin*" their gang. 


Information about youth gangs is elusive, but Miller 


estimated there are between 28,450 and 81,500 members 
in the nation's six larges metropolitan areas alone. In 
those cities, he said there are between 760 and 2,700 
gangs. 


The Gaylord, Mason said simply, are: "very prej- 


udiced people. We don't want niggers or Puerto Ricans 
living in our neighborhood." 


The 


Sgt. Craig Collins of New York's Bronx gang in- 


telligence unit said the poor and underprivileged UM 
gangs for "status and recognition," others form gangs 
"for protection against either real or imaginary 
threats," and still more gangs are organized Just for 
adventure, often expanding because of media publicity. 


"It's only a matter of time, though, and they all take 


on the same identity of aggression and criminality," 
Collins said. 


Most of the larger gangs boast a sophisticated organi- 


zation which stretches down to the 9 and 10-year-old 
peewees, up to the midgets, juniors and full-fledged 
members. 


"The peewees don't get to vote at the meeting, but 


they play the game," Ross explained. "They carry the 
guns, the dope. The older members are making money 
off these kids, selling 'em guns, sweaters, drugs and 
spray cans of paint." 


Investigator Tim Dunmore, an expert on Chicago's 


gangs said most members were recruited into the gang 
or join for protection, and "the smaller percentage are 
hard-core members." 


Miller may agree, but he cautioned: "By and large, 


expect the police to underplay the gang problem, be- 
cause the.seriousness of the gang-problem is a reflec- 
tion on the efficiency of the police department." 


Police openly admit their discretion, arguing that 


gangs thrive on publicity, particularly during the school 
year when membership soars. But Miller said police 
tend to shield the public from the problem.' 


For example, he said, "there is gang violence in the 


schools" in almost every major city today. 


"Many of the schools have become territorialized," 


he said. "Gangs, are conducting shakedowns, exacting 
fees from students for walking through the halls — and 
particularly, for not being beaten up'. 


"The police are going to deny this. They' will say 


school security is fine. But in every city, there have 
been gang killings in the school and the use of ex- 
tortion, There has been extensive intimidation of teach- 
ers. The gangs have taken over the classrooms." 


When the gangs expand, the public suffers. In cities 


where gangs are prevalent, the crime rates are high. 
Many gangs require new recruits to commit a criminal 
act before they are considered full-fledged members. 


And the crimes have become less inhibited. Last May 


while 125,000 people gathered for Human Kindness Day 
in Washington, D.C., dozens of small gang wolf packs 
roamed about, publicly beating and robbing an esti- 
mated 600 persons. 
* 


Miller's study indicates 38 per cent of the reported 


gang-related crime in New York City was directed at 
the public. In Chicago, the figure was 35 per cent. Offi- 
cials in both cities rated the gang problem of medium 
seriousness compared with other crime. 


On Chicago's North Side, Ross and Lytle watch the 


gangs fulltime, learning to identify members by their 
nicknames and seeking information from them when 
crimes are committed. Both officers are puzzled. 


"You've got to wonder what makes them tick," Rosi

said. "You'll see kids out there thai; are college kids 
who come from wealthy families. They'll come out 
there just to wear a sweater." 


"They'll kill over that sweater," said Lytle. 
Police said there were 171 street gang killings in Chi- 


cago from 1971 to 1974, although the yearly number 
dropped from 60 to 33. Police recovered more tha 600 


guns from gang members in the first nine months, of 
1975. 


Miller said virtually no community programs have 


been effective In stopping the spread of street gang 
terrorization. Worse yet, he said government and com- 
munity organizations aren't evenccooperating to solv* 
the problem.

U.N. may stay in Golan Heights: Syria 


Syria has decided to let U.N peacekeeping troops stay on the 


rocky Golan Heights for another six months, authoritatve sources in 
Damascus said Thursday. The sources said the last-minute exten- 
sion in the life of the truce force came during the week's talks 
between Syrian President Hafez Assad and U.N. Secretary General 
Kurt Waldheim in Damascus. 


U.S. energy program hit by agency 


The International Energy Agency in Paris said Thursday the 


United States Is doing less than any other Industrialized Western 
nation to save energy. The IEA, set up at Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger's request a year ago to deal with the energy crisis, gave 
America the poorest rating among 17 of the West's leading industri- 
alized states. 


"The American program must overcome an extremely high per 


capita historical energy consumption pattern and as such must be 
comprehensive and strong to be effective," an IEA report said. "At 
the present time, it is neither." 


Spaniards cheer, jeer in Madrid 


More than 100,000 flag-waving Spaniards cheered the rebirth of the 


Spanish monarch Thursday, but police used tear gas to drive off 
thousands of others demanding the release of political prisoners. A 
giant crowd shouting "Long live the king!" filled the plaza in front 
of the royal palace for ceremonies honoring the five-day-old reign 
of King Juan Carlos I, But on the outskirts of Madrid, police used 
water cannon and tear gas to disperse thousands of persons de- 
manding the release of all of Spain's 2,000 political prisoners.

Snoopy loses hot air in Macy's parade 


Santa Claus wore a raincoat, Snoopy had an accident, and wind 


and rain whipped New York's annual Macy's Thanksgiving Day 
parade. But the bands played on. Snoopy, a five-story, helium-filled 
balloon in the likeness of the cartoon beagle, got away from 40 
handlers at 73rd Street because of the wind and smashed into some 
trees. They tried to get the rubber dog back in the parade but eould 
not, so it had to be deflated. 


Big Tujunga fire nearly controled 


A soft drizzle fell on the flame-ravaged California's San Gabriel 


mountains Thursday and helped weary fire fighters bring under 
control the biggest of the blazes which had blackened 100 square 
miles in five days and cuased more than $14 million damage.* The 
rain which began during the night-tamped down the embers in the 
brush and the U.S. Forest Service reported that the Big Tujunga 
Canyon fire was 95 per cent contained and expected to be under full 
control soon. 


Live bomb found on jet in Miami 


MIAMI (UPI) — A maintenance 


man stumbled over a live timebomb 
in a jetliner restroom just before the 
plane was to begin boarding passen- 
gers Thursday. Explosives experts 
disarmed it before it could explode. 


"If it had gone off, it would have 


taken the whole plane," an in- 
vestigator said. "The plane was com- 
pletely loaded with fuel." 


An hour and a half after the bomb 


was discovered at 8:45 a.m., a man 
identifying himself as "Ernesto" of 
"Cuban Power 76" called United 


Press International's Miami Bureau 
and said he had planted the explosive 
'device aboard the BahamasAir BAC- 
111. 


He said the bombing attempt was to 


protest the ban of Cuban exile fish- 
ermen from Bahamas' waters and of 
the relationship between the Bahamas 
and Fidel Castro's regime in Cuba. 


Coral Gables police said another ex- 


plosive device, a pipe bomb, was 
found at a University of Miami apart- 
ment complex at about the same time. 
Police said they did not know if the 


two incidents were related 
Police 


said BahamasAir maintenance super- 
visor James F O'Conner was rep'air- 
ing some plumbing when he discov- 
ered a "suspicious package" behind 
some paneling in a restroom 


The 41 passengers who were waiting 


to board were kept in the waiting 
room, the crew was taken off the 
plane and the Dade County Bomb 
Squad was called. 


The small jetliner was then towed 


to what is called a "penalty box," an 
isolated area in the middle of the air- 


port complex which is used in such 
situations. 


Bomb squad member Newton Por- 


ter disarmed the bomb, which in- 
vestigators said consisted of two 
pounds, of plastic explosive attached 
to a watch and a detonating device.

SACRAMENTO, Calif. (UPI) - The

"Very candidly I'm surprised at the 


decision," Virga said, adding he 
thought the jury would convict Miss 
Fromme, 27, of a lesser assault 
charge. "But I'm sure they acted in 
'good faith." 


Virga said he would file notice of 


the appeal, which will be based on 
grounds the .prosecution suppressed 
evidence crucial to the defense, but 
another lawyer specializing in appe- 
late matters will then take over the 
case. 


The jurors deliberated for more 


than 19 hours over 2% days before de-

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Family problems on their minds 
Grandfolks, mom and pop 
turn to hotlines for help

Five years ago the typical hotline 


caller was a teen-ager with drug or 
social problems. Today, the caller is 
just as likely to be that teen-ager's 
parents or grandparents. 


"One of the main reasons we start- 


ed a hotline was the drug problems. 
Now drug calls are way down. We get 
more family problem-type of calls — 
parents saying they can't handle their 
children," said Lu Wilson, director of 
the Omni-Heuse Hotline, which serves 
Wheeling Township. 


The Regional Youth Services Bu- 


reau in Elk Grove Township's Talk- 
line also Is receiving fewer crisis ori- 
ented calls, Peg Herman, executive 
director of the bureau, said. She said 
calls now deal mainly with peer prob- 
lems or family troubles. The Talk- 
line serves Elk Grove, Schaumburg 
and Palatine townships. 


"I CAN SEE A move from the crisis 


center-type calls, to a more sophis- 
ticated use of the hotline. People are 
beginning to call when they begin to 
sense they need help," she said. 


Mrs. Herman said people are more 


aware of the agencies available to 
them and that asking for help has tie- 
come more acceptable. 


"People are becoming more sophis- 


ticated in thinking it's all right to ask 
for help. It's more 'OK,' " she said. 


Mrs. Herman said most of the cal- 


lers are between ages 14 and 25, but 
there also is "a high preponder- 
ance" of calls from older adults. 


MRS. WILSON said Omni-House 


has received many calls from elderly 
people who have "no definite problem 
but just want someone to talk to." 


"We never had calls like that be- 


fore," she said. 


At least half of the volunteers man- 


ning the phones at Omni-House Hot- 
line Center are under the age of 23, 
but Ms. Wilson said these young 


people "work out quite well" in deal- 
ing with parents who call in. 


"The parent is obviously' having 


trouble-talking to his own child, so it 
helps to talk it over with another 
young person," she said. 


The Thanksgiving and Christmas 


holidays are a busy time for most hot- 
lines since many "People have con- 
flicts because they are not happy and 
society says they should be happy," 
Mrs. Herman said. 


"THIS IS THE time of year people 


get more depressed and do more, cra- 
zy things. A certain segment of the 
population comes out of the woodwork 
from early December to February," 
she said.

Suit law illegal 


Circuit Court Judge David Canel 


has ruled that Illinois' law limiting 
medical malpractice suits to $500000 
in damages is discriminatory and 
therefore unconstitutional.

board consisting of a doctor, a lawyer 
and a judge to screen malpractice 
suits to determine if they should be 
brought to trial.

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Urban renewal leaving 
hoboes without homes 


DALLAS (UPD—For seven years 


Dick Chambers has lived under the 
northbound lane of the R. L. Thornton 
freeway near the city's main sewage 
plant. 


The brldi?? abutments and sur- 


rounditg underbrush help keep out 
the wind. He has a place fixed up for 
cooking. 


"Yeah, it gets cold sometimes on 


winter nights," he says, "but we don't 
get no rain under here." 


He sleeps off his drunks on a choice 


of two foam rubber pads or an old 
metal bed frame with a tattered, dirty 
mattress plopped amid a sea of wine 
bottles, over it all hovers the smell of 
sewage effluent and rotting vegeta- 
tion. 


LIKB A prisoner of war, he blurts 


out his old army serial number, 
38426332, along with his name when 
called on to identify himself. 


But despite the squalor, the cold 


and the ventilated shoes, Chambers 
places a certain value on the indepen- 
dent life of the derelict. 


Given a choice, Chambers — and 


most the men in his camp — say they 
have no desire for another life, say, to 
enter nursing homes. 


Whether Chambers and his com* 


rades in rags across the nation can go 
on living as they have, however, is in 
doubt. Studies show urban renewal is 
shoving their haunts aside and al- 
ready their numbers are declining. 


Los Angeles officials are consid- 


ering demolishing the city's run down 
Fifth Street area to provide more 
parking space for banking and shop- 
ping. New construction is creeping 
southward into New York's Bowery 
district. 


IN ST. LOUIS, portions of skid row 


were wiped out by the Great Arch 
project. In Denver, a string of cheap 
bars and flop houses gave way to 
Larimer Square, now a tourist district 
with a gaslight motif. Chicago's skid 
row area Is diminishing. 


FOR SEVEN years, Dick Cham- 
bers ha i 'lived under the north- 
bound lane of the R. L. Thornton 
Freeway near Dallas's main sew- 
age plant. Despite the squalor 
and cold, Chambers places a cer- 
tain value on the independent life 
of the derelict. 


Minneapolis' skid row was elemi- 


nated by the "Gateway Project," now 
mainly parking lots. In Kansas City, 
the once-infamous River Quay is 
being redeveloped into chic night- 
clubs, boutiques and organic food 
stores. 


It is not only the Chambers' of the 


world who are resentful. 


"In my view, they're trying to take 


away an individual's right to decide 
what to do," said Charlie Walsh, 55, 
former rail rider and merchant sea- 


man who works at the snack bar at 
the Dallas Alcoholic Center. "But I 
don't know. I guess they got to give 
these social workers something to 
do." 


Kenneth Conaway, 36, the manager 


of the alcoholic center, who paid his 
dues on several of the nation's skid 
rows when he was drinking, also no- 
tices a falling off. 


"The day of the bum, the wino, is 


slowly diminishing," he said. 
"They'rebelng slowly moved out of 
the cheap hotels, the abandoned cars 
and railroad yards. Urban renewal is 
putting places like this out of busi- 
ness." 


IN THE MAIN room of the center, 


about a half dozen solemn, cleanly 
dressed men sat around, staring at 
the walls, drinking coffee, chatting in 
low voices. 


"Only had a dozen for lunch," said 


one of the elderly men to a friend. "I 
wonder where everybody's at." 


But, for the men on the street, food 


is often less important than the source 
of the next bottle of wine or liquor, 
which is shared with friends who 
trade stories about their past years on 
the road. 


Poetry, too, is sometimes recited. 
J i m C o c h e r h a r a , "TheHam- 


mercocker," sat by himself staring 
into space. There were patches of 
grime on his leathery face and the 
area around his bloodshot/ eyes ap- 
peared to be rubbed raw. 


HE RECITED the last verse of a 


poem he learned long ago, back in 
Arizona when they called him "Texas 
Red," 


When I die go dig my grave. 
Bury me down in the cold, cold 


clay. 


Don't set up a tomb, just draw a 


line 


For a long freight train and a jug of 


wine.

OLYMPIC TORCH 
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Lawyer plans 3,080-mile human chain 


Hands—from sea to 
sea 


by MIKE KLEIN 


The man's name is Marvin Ros- 


enblum. He's listed in the Chicago 
yellow pages under "Lawyers." 


But "justice (or all" aside, Ros- 


cnblura closes his briefcase and goes 
home each night and settles down to 
the serious business of our American 
Bicentennial celebration. 


Mow did Rosenblum's unique idea 


originate last December? That much 
he cannot answer. • 


An avowed free thinker of strange 


and curious ideas, Rosenblum envis- 
ioned a chain of Americans holding 
hands, a human testimonial to the Bi- 
centennial spirit, a show of respect 
for every American from Wild Bill 
Mickok and John Glenn to Annie Oak- 
ley and Amelia Earhart. 


It would be the greatest show of pa- 


triotism the world has ever witnessed, 
a human wall 3.080 miles long extend- 
ing from Boston to Los Angeles. He 
named his project "Hands Across the 
Nation." It would be a fitting salute 
on Sunday, July 4, 1976, all across the 
states. 


MOST OF ALL, IT would be dis- 


tinctly American. People of every 
race, religion, occupation and political 
belief. Men, women and children. 
Grandfathers, fathers and sons all to- 
g e t h e r. Millionaires and welfare 
recipients. All of them Americans. 


"Imagine standing in Chicago and 


saying I'm actually joined with some- 
one in San Francisco." Rosenblum 
wondered aloud. "That's lasting. The 
event and the aftermath will produce 
a radical change on how we see each 
other and how other countries see us, 
especially in the aftermath of Water- 
gate and Vietnam. 


"Is it just a stunt?" Rosenblum re- 


peated the question. "I don't think 
so." 


At first, even Marvin Rosenblum, 


founder and curator of the notion, 
thought it was slightly nutty. He rea 
soned you'd need something like 50 
million people. "Initially, it sounded 
ridiculous, as I believe all great ideas 
<!" " said Rosenblum who admits to a 
"little black book" full of other splen- 
diil diversions. 


'It's like saying let's invent a tele- 


phone, a radio or an automobile," 
Rosenblum said. "The concept is so 
foreign because It's never existed." 


BUT ME IS NOT easily detoured in 


any venture. That includes authoring 
children's books. The Rosenblums of 
Chicagp, husband Marvin and wife 
Glna, who teaches art at North- 
western University and served as the 
book's illustrator, recently finished a 


time "Hands Across America" admin- 
istrator, what he calls the "ultimate 
professional." 


Even though many state com- 


mittees are assisting him, and the 
American Revolutionary Bicentennial 
Administration has expressed some 
affection for the project, ther's just 
too much work for Rosenblum. 


So there sits "Hands Across Amer- 


ica," the brainchild of a 33-year old 
lawyer. And if he finds the money to 
pay an administrator, then perhaps 
next July 4 the whole country can say, 
"You're in good hands with Marvin 
Rosenblum."

emblum ahead with the Bicentennial 
human chain idea. The name was 
changed to "Hands Across America" 
for stronger patriotic identification. 
When he reasoned that five million 
Americans would be enough, about 
1,400 persons per mile, it sounded 
even more feasible. 


After all, thought Rosenblum, we 


get 25 or 30 million people assembled 
to watch football each weekend in 
person or on television. A few million 


i for holding hands shouldn't be so 
tough, 


"Hands Across America" has at 


least uncurled its infant fingers since 
last December. The question now is 
not just more recognition but also or- 
ganization. 


Mori; than 150 radio outlets, in- 


cluding Radio Australia and the Brit- 
ish Broadcasting Corp., have spoken 
with Kosenblum so have newspapers 
from all across America and even 
Munich, Germany. 


BUT THERE'S STILL the endless 


problem of dealing with the nation's 
roughly 10,000 Bicentennial commis- 
sions, plotting routes, enlisting hand- 
holders, putting them in position and 
figuring how to deal with the Rocky 
Mountains and western deserts. 


It's a question, also, of bellevability. 


You can have successful "trial lines" 
in places such as Seattle, Wash., or 
Spring Arbor, Mich, and Chicago sub- 
urban Rosemont, but that's not like 
making the great snake, 


Ray Martin believes. He has ideas 


about a "Hands Across Mount Pros- 
pect" for next July 4. Even though 
Martin speaks in terms such as "pre- 


mature .. . forming an idea .. . sen- 
sible and reasonable," it seems there 
will be a Mount Prospect chain. 


MARTIN HOPES FOR a double line 


extending throughout Mount Prospect, 
forming a complete circle. 


"We really haven't given this a big 


push yet," Martin said. And there's 
little chance the Mount Prospect 
chain would link with Rosenblum's 
greater chain of Americans. 


Two prospective plans bring the na- 


tional link through Chicago and its 
south suburbs but. neither includes the 
northwest suburbs. 


Rosenblum admits the final decision 


regarding an Illinois route is "some-, 
where down the pike." But it doesn't 
look good for the northwest suburbs. 


AND ROSENBLUM has a long road 


to travel before he can definitely say 
that, yes, there will be a "Hands • 
Across America." 


"Hands Across Mount Prospect" is 


small and feasible. Martin has a real 
chance for success. But Rosenblum 
must sit in his law office at 10 South 
LaSalle and wrestle with the monster. 


Interest exists. "I keep on getting 


Everyday there's a half dozen," 
he said. "It's not just mild interest 
but something bordering on wild en- 
thusiasm.

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Poll on state document 
Support shown 
for constitution 


A new poll taken on the eve of the 


fifth anniversary of Illinois' 1970 con- 
stitution shows general approval from 
public officials of the major feature of 
the document.

through with his promise to the 
people of this area. His promise 
appears to be no better than the

Lewis, who also said they would 
locate a driver testing center 
here. 


All we ask, Mr. Hewlett, is 


what you told us we needed: a 
place where a resident can go to 
renew his driver's license within 
reasonable proximity to where 
he lives. The closest center now 
is in Libertyville, and as you've 
told us, that is too far away to 
serve the Northwest suburbs 
conveniently. 


We don't need a $5 million 


building with a testing track as 
a monument to the drivers. 
What we need is a place'to stop 
on the way home from work 
where we can take care of our 
state driver's license require- 
ments. 


So you'll recall what's NOT 


been done, Mr. Hewlett, let's run 
through the bureaucratic maze 
again, just for the record. 


In 1972, the state legislature 


appropriated $5.3 million for a 
driver testing center in the 
Northwest suburbs and a special 
committee of local officials 
came up with several sites. But 
none were suitable, according to 
the state. The unsuitable sites 
included land near Uncle Andy's 
Cow Palace in Palatine, Quentin 
and Northwest Highway and one 
n e a r Harrington Hills; the 
search continued. We heard 
there were options to rent 
spaces in smaller shopping 
areas in Arlington Heights and 


Schaumburg among others. All 
without success. 
- So, Mr. Hewlett, we want to 
give you some help.

considered for the center and we 
'felt it was a good location, we 
called a local real estate 
salesman to find out what might 
, be available. 


• "About a half dozen places 
available right now," he said. 
And he began to rattle off the 
places the Secretary of State's 
office1 apparently hasn't dis- 
covered.

To rely on the same source of in- 
telligence that plunged us into our 
moral decay to pull us out of it is like 
going to a bald barber to learn how to 
keep your hair. 


Where are our Christian churches? 


They are still there, but Satan must 
be well pleased with the division and 
dimensions he has created in them. It 
is high time for all of us as individual 
Christians to get off our dead theo- 
logy, get back to the basic Bible and 
tell it like it really is.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass. Nov. 28 — 


Gen. Washington wrote in dismay to a 
friend that the men "refuse to enlist 
or remain any longer in camp and 
such a dirty, mercenary spirit per- 
vades the whole that I should not be 
at all surprised at any disaster that 
may ahppen."

copy of 'a letter to Larry S. Provo, 
president of the Chicago and North 
Western Ry.: 


I was both amused and impressed 


by your circular, "The RTA Could 
and Should Be Great But..." 


I was amused because this was 


written by a man — completely 
furious — in the final realization that. 
he has been "had." Considering that 
you spent considerable North Western 
money (thirty odd thousand I under- 
stand) to get RTA, I can understand 
your feeling. 


The RTA is performing its designed 


function to perfection. Five and a half 
counties are now financing the CTA. 
If there was ever any doubt of what 
RTA was to be the appointment of 
Pikarsky as chairman, at a ridiculous 
salary,'settled that 


Mayor Daley has done bis job and 


done it well. I admire him for it. 


In your circular you now propose to 


do yours, which is to run the North 
Western as a private enterprise and 
to hell with RTA. 


I have a considerable vested inter- 


est in the North Western as a private 
enterprise maintaining quality ser- 
vice. 


First is my considerable investment 


in property. With the quality of ser- 
vice RTA would, in the long run pro- 
vide, I lose a lot of bucks-. 


Secondly, there "ain't no 'way" I 


can duplicate North Western service 
for double the proposed increased 
North Western fare. 


Third, and not the least, I enjoy per- 


sonal comfort. I do wish, however you 
would provide enough auxiliary power' 
on the 5:20 out of Chicago to operate 
the air conditioning reasonably. 


I am no more anxious than anyone 


else to pay $16.95 more a month. I 
understand your problem and if that 
is what it takes to help North Western 
commuter service a private enter- 
prise it is in my best interest to do so. 
For me (with travel 200 days/year) 
the new fare is $1.75 per one way trip. 
(50 cents per ride increase). 


For that I couldn't even park a car 


in Chicago (with tax). 


I feel you are on the right track but 


one thing disturbs me. There are 
those who feel that you will be "sweet 
talked" and ultimately lose your pre- 
sent high resolve and succumb to the 
"repressive and regressive" restric- 
tions of RTA. 


To increase rates as you propose is 


going to be a long hard fight. So long 
as you continue your present course 
you can depend on my support.

THE U.S. SENATE voted 52-47 on 


an amendment to partially dismantle 
the nation's only antiballistic missile 
site near Grand Forks, N.D. The site, 
which cost $6 billion, has been in oper- 
ation since Oct. 1. The move came as 
an amendment attached to a $112.6 
billion defense appropriation package.

THERE ARE some tricks to build- 


ing muscles the healthy way. It 
doesn't take so much exercise either. 
If you do too much exercise the wrong 
way, you will not grow muscles as 
successfully as you could with a bet- 
ter program. For details on how to 
follow a sensible muscle development 
program send SO cents for The Health 
Letter number 54, Weight Training 
for Energy and Weight Control. This 
program will also be helpful for 
people who need to build muscles to 
prevent obesity. Just send your

I have a few words of caution about 


muscle building programs. Do not lis- 
ten to recommendations about taking 
in lots of extra protein. Just eat a 
good diet each day with about 100 
grams of protein. Do not listen to any 
unsound suggestions to drink half-and- 
half cream or to eat foods containing 
lots of fat. 


DO NOT LISTEN to any advice to 


avoid other forms of exercise that you 
enjoy except a weight-training pro- 
gram. All of those measures will add 
fat inside your muscles and may 
make your muscles look bigger, but 
you can seriously damage your health 
with such efforts. What you want are 
strong, lean muscles. 


I can't emphasize the points about 


diet with weight training too much. 
Young men are susceptible to heart 
disease even in their early 20s, and 
consuming a fattening diet to become 
fat-marbled beef is very unwise. 


Incidentally, many thin people 


thrive and gain weight when they stop 
smoking if that should be one of your 


habits. Nicotine is a cellular poison, 
and when the poison is removed the 
cells grow better.

Black holes really bottomless pits

WHAT IS A BLACK HOLE? 


Astronomers invented the term 


Mack bole to explain something in the 
vast reaches of outer space. Based on 
what they know about cosmic laws,' 
then should be certain objects where 
gravity is so strong even light cannot 
escape. After years of patient prob- • 
Ing, it now seems likely that such an 
object has been found — and black 
boles really do exist. 


In September we watched a nova, a 


new star, blaze up and subside in the 
constellation Cygnus, the Swan. A few 
years ago, in that same celestial 
neighborhood, astronomers identified 
what may prove to be a black hole. 
This strange object is estimated to be 
about 5,000 light-years from the earth 
— which means that Ks various X-ray 
signals have traveled 5,000 years to 
reach us. Cygnus X-l, as the strange 
object is called, is a binary system, 
Including a large and a small stellar 
object orbiting around each other. 


The small object is extremely

dense, and a thimbleful of its tightly 
packed material weighs many tons. 
Dense little objects of this sort occur 
when large stars collapse, perhaps af- 
ter the stupendous explosion which 
creates a 'supernova. However, the 
small partner in Cygnus X-l does not 
qualify as either a white dwarf star or 
a pulsar. 


Other evidence revealed gaseous 


material was being drawn from the 
large star into its small partner. The 
situation had all the earmarks of a 
black hole, something that astrono- 
mers had believed in for some time. 


The theory of the black hole is 


based on what could happen when a 
collapsed star continues to collapse to 
an almost impossible density. .Since, 
gravity is related to mass,,its grav- 
itational pulling power becomes enor- 
mously powerful. Normal earth grav- 
ity prevents objects from escaping the 
surface. The pulling power1 of a black 
hole object prevents the escape of 
electromagnetic radiation.—including 
light. 


No light, radio or anything else can 


escape from the surface, and a black 
hole disappears from the universe. 


However, when other objects com* 


within close range, the gravitational 
force of the black hole pulis them 
down into its bottomless. pit. This 
could explain various X-ray signals 
that come from the binary system. It 
is thought that these occur when gobs 
of matter from the large partner are 
pulled down into the black hole.

having its best season ever and pre- 
senting a real challenge to both CBS 
and NBC. 


JUST HOW DOWN In the dumps, 


and the ratings, Saturday night has 
been becomes clear when you hear 
Frederick S. Pierce, ABC television 
president, announce the end of the Co- 
sell show and praise it for having 
"done a fine job in helping us build 


back ratings in a time period that has 
been a very disappointing one for us 
in past years " 


Specifically, he said the Cosell show 


had improved ABC's ratings 64 per 
cent in the 8-9 pm Saturday time 
slot That's the slot that for the last 
couple of seasons was held by "Rung 
Fu," a chopsticks Western that went 
nowhere. 


How bad ABC's position, has been is 


underlined by the fact that for the 
week ending Nov 23, Cosell's show 
ranked 62nd out of 64 programs rank- 
Ing by A. C. Nielsen, with a rating of 
11.6 and a 19 share of the audience.

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End of 'Russ Zonca Era' — athlete who did it all

There may never be another one 


like Russ Zonca. 


Brash, supremely confident, the 


Schaumburg quarterback had more 
than brashness and self-confidence. 
Zonca had the ability and the talent to 
pull It off. 


Someday his records may be bro- 


ken, but no one will ever dominate the 
Mid-Suburban League the way Russ 
did. These last two seasons are likely 
to be remembered as the Era of Zon- 
ca. 


He did It ill. He ran and passed for 


more career yardage than any other 
football player in the history of the 
Herald Area. 


That alone would have been enough 


to earn Russ The Herald's award for 
Offensive Player of the Year. 


But Zonca did so much more. 
He showed a personal strength in 


the face of adversity and a cool self- 


control that made his teammates look 
to him for the big play. Zonca nearly 
always delivered. 


His big'plays, Us field leadership, 


his iteady hand and flawless execu- 
tion — these were key Ingredient* In 
Schaumburg's ascent to consecutive 
MSL South titles and back-to-back 
berths In the IHSA state playoffs. 
These were the reasons why Zonca 
was twice honored 
by the MSL 


coaches as the player of the year. 


And that is why Zonca is one of just 


two repeaters on The Herald's seventh 
annual All-Area team. 


Primarily, Zonca was a runner. He 


rushed for 880 yards in 1975 for an 
average of 7.7 yards per carry. 


When he put his head down and 


drove his powerful legs through two 
or more tacklers, Russ was a full- 
back. 


When he cut and darted and accel- 


erated past enemy defenders, Russ 
was a scatback. 


And when he threw, Russ was a 


quarterback. He completed more than 
SO per cent of his passes in two years 
and he racked np well over 1,000 
yards through the air. 


But he passed only when he had to. 


Running was his forte. 


And Zonca wants to keep running in 


college. 


"A tot of them want to move me to 


halfback," said Zonca, who has heard 
from several major college recruiters 
already. ."I wouldn't mind that. I 
wouldn't want to be a drop-back pass- 
er in college. Right now I have a hard 
time picking out my receivers, and 
our line isn't too big." 


Zonca's height (5-11) might be a dis- 


advantage at quarterback, but his size 
(190 pounds) and Us 4.6 speed make 
him an ideal rushing threat — wher- 
ever he plays. 


Zonca loves football now, but he al- 


most didn't come out for the sport his 
junior year. Several of his teammates 
"persuaded" Russ to join the squad. 


"I had never done anything spec- 


tacular in football and I had always 


preferred baseball anyway," said 
Zonca. "I really didn't want to play 
football — I wanted to concentrate on 
baseball. 


"But (Tom) Martino and the guys 


talked me into playing football," Russ 
admitted. "They said they'd kill me if 
I didn't." 


Zonca played baseball anyway. He 


was the catcher on the Irving-Lake 
All-Star squad wUch went to the. Se- 


, nior Babe Ruth national finals at 


Seattle last August. 


But football is his sport now and 


Russ is especially at home in the 
wishbone. 


Schaumburg's 
wishbone 
offense 


gave Russ the opportunity to carry 
the ball almost as much as he wanted. 
But three other backfield spots be- 
longed to Scott Mielke, Steve Knud- 
son, and Mark Godinez — and they 
were no slouches either. 


Schaumburg coach Bob Ferguson 


spent the better part of a season try- 
ing to get Zonca to pitch more of ten to 
his teammates. Ferguson told his 
quarterback: pitch it unless you can 
go all the way. 


"Most of the time I carried the ball. 


I was wide open," Zonda pointed out. 
"But Coach wanted to give the other 
guys a chance and he didn't want me 
to get hurt." 


Zonca would have carried the ball 


on every play if Ferguson had only 
asked. 


It was Ferguson who molded Zonca 


out of raw material. He took a kid 
with good size, quickness and tough- 
ness and made'him into an All-State 
player. He first taught him the rudi- 
ments of the wishbone, then prog- 
ressed to the nuances, the subleties, 
the secrets. 


When Ferguson was finished, he 


had made Russ Zonca. 


There will never be another one.

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Early injuries, schedule 
hit Harper in 4-5 season

Harper had the dubious distinction 


In 1975 of placing 10 players on vari- 
ous all-state and all-conference teams 
white suffering through a losing sea- 
son. 


The irony of the situation isn't lost 


on head coach John Eliasik, who saw 
his team improve to the point of state 
title contention only to finish at 4-5, 
good for third place in the North Cen- 
tral Community College Conference 
(N4C). 


"Our record would have been bet- 


ter," Eliasik said, "if we hadn't been 
devastated by offensive injuries early 
in the season. We played a tough 
schedule of teams in-state and then 
Grand Rapids, one of the best out-of- 
state schools we could play. It was the 
toughest schedule we've had since 
I've been here." 


Harper stumbled early In the sea- 


son, toning close and bitter games to 
Wright and Kennedy-King in their 
tint three outings. 


Eliasik, summing up the prospects 


for next season touched upon the rea- 
son for Harper's early troubles, when 
he said, "So much of a team's success 
depends on the quarterback (we get). 
We could have outstanding talent but 
if we don't have a good quarterback 
it's like having everything on a car 
except the steering wheel." 


Dave Patterson, who was a reserve 


quarterback as a freshman in 1974, 
was aflxed to the Harper steering 
shaft at the season's beginning. More 
at home as a kicker and punter, for 
which the Maine South grad was hon- 


ored with places on the all-N4C and 
all-state teams this year, Patterson 
toiled at quarterback until the return 
of Gary Mueller. 


Mueller provided the missing click 


to Harper's offense, throwing for 546 
yards and eight touchdowns. 


He was also an honorable mention 


all-conference 
quarterback. Joining 


him on the honorable mention squad, 
and In the Harper backfleld, was 
freshman Butch Allen, Allen, who will 
be back next year, rushed for a team- 
high 481 yards. 


Clearing the holes for him and earn- 


ing all-conference recognition were 
linemen Jim Glueckert and Jerry 
Parker. 


Mueller's favorite receiver was an- 


other all-conference performer, flan- 
ker DuWayne Mill. Mill, a freshman 
from Warren Twp., caught 24 balls for 
287 yards to lead the Hawks in both 
departments. 


Tight end Kevin Kristick, another 


freshman, caught nine passes and hit 
hard enough on defense at linebacker 
to make both the all-conference and 
all-state teams. 


The Harper defense, which adopted 


the nickname Tidal Wave halfway 
through the season and wag the 
Hawks' one constant strength from 
the opening practice, was anchored by 
sophomore middle guard BUI Nash. 


"Bill exemplifies everything we'd 


like in a football player," Eliasik 
said. "He was the leader this year 
and the team recognized it by voting 
him the Most Valuable Player. 


"This whole group of sophomores 


really had a tremendous attitude.

Bills win 


Hurkey' tilts 


Quarterback James Harris threw for three touchdowns, con- 


necting with Harold Jackson twice, and the-Los Angeles Rams 
clinched their third straight NFC Western Division title with a 20-0 
Thanksgiving Day victory over the Detroit Lions. 


A national television audience watched the Rams Improve their 


record to 9-2 'and also saw Detroit's faint playoff hopes dimmed 
further as the Lions fell to 6-5, Los Angeles only let Detroit cross 
the SO yard line three times, once in the first half and twice in the 
second. 


Harris threw an 11-yard touchdown pass to ex-Lion Ron Jessie in 


the first quarter and connected twice with Jackson in the second 
half with throws of 17 and 38 yards. Harris wound up with 11 
completions in 24 attempts for 157 yards while Jackson caught five 
of those passes for a total of 106 yards. 


The Rams played near flawless football, fumbling twice but only, 


losing it once, while the Los Angeles defense picked off two Joe 
Reed passes in handing the Lions their first shutout loss since 
Washington defeated them 20-0 on Thanksgiving Day in 1973. Los 
Angeles got its first shutout this season after chalking up two last 
year. 


With 0. J. Simpson held in check, big Jim Braxton cut loose for 


three touchdowns and 160 yards rushing Thursday, the best day of 
his five-year career, to lead Buffalo to a 32-14 victory over the 
listless St. Louis Cardinals, keeping the Bills' playoff hopes alive. 


Braxton's final score came on a one-yard run early in the fourth 


quarter which was sat up by Tony Greene's interception of a Jim 
Hart pass. Greene returned the ball 37 yards to the one and the 242- 
pound Braxton took it over two plays later. 


Dwight Harrison also set up two scores with interceptions as the 


much maligned Buffalo Defensive secondary held Hart to 13 com- 
pletions in 31 attempts for 156 yards with 4 interceptions to humili- 
ate St. Louis in the nationally televised game. 


The Cardinals, leaders in the National Football Conference's East 


Division, held Simpson to 85 yards in 23 carries but were unable to 
contain Braxton and Bills' quarterback Joe Ferguson.

Eric Fernsten. 


Marin, 31, is a two-time NBA all-star with a career scoring 


mark of 16 points a game and a lifetime shooting percentage of 47 
per cent. The Bulls obtained Marin in a trade for future consid- 
erations. 


Patterson, 27, a five-year veteran, has a career scoring mark of 


4.6.' 


Fernsten, a 6-foot-9, 210-pounder, was drafted on the fourth round 


this year out of the University of San Francisco. In three varsity 
seasons, he averaged 9Vz rebounds and 9 points a game.

Tlwre mvcr has been, nor ever will 


be, a perfect all-conference or all-area 
or all-atate or aft-American team. 


Judgments are subjective. People 


«ee thlnga differently. 


Knowing this, and also knowing how 


people react when these "all" teams 
are published, I can say with utmost 
confidence that somebody out there is 
blasting The Herald today. 


It's all-area time in football and 


that should bring the critics out of the 
woodwork. 


"What do they know anywty?" a 


dad or mom or ion or coach will say 
while teaming the annual all-area 
football team that appears in today's 
sports section. 


"How could they possibly leave 


Bobby Superstar off the all-area 
(Mm? Heck, they're just sportswri- 
ters. What do they know? They don't 
know a rig out from a zig in " 


Now that's not true.' A zig out is 


when the receiver cuts to the outside, 
cuts back to the inside, and then 
makes his final break to the outside. 


Or does he cut to the inside before 


cutting to the outside? Hmmmm. 


Walter Camp is the one who put 


writers on the spot. He had the bright 
Idea around the turn of the century to 
pick an ail-American team in college 
football. 


Probably nothing except the argu- 


ment over which school deserves the 
•atlenal championship has aroused 
football partisans as much over the 
yean as the All-America selections. 


Today there are so many different 


appraisers that a player at almost

any big-name school who shows talent 
will win some kind of recognition. But 
In the old days it was a matter of 
impressing Walter Camp. If a player 
did very well in a particular game 
which was witnessed by Camp, he 
might be placed on the All-America 
first team on die basis of one after- 
noon's inspired play. 


Camp's selections started an ava- 


lanche of "all" teams. The nation has 
been suffering from the all-star syn- 
drome ever since. You can find all- 
star teams for gardening and cooking, 
running and walking. 


Our society is geared to achieve- 


ment. Youngsters get report cards at 
a very early age and no matter what 
symbols or numbers are used to mea- 
sure the degree of success there is al- 
ways a basis for comparison. 


In sports the victories and defeats 


are quite public, the difference be- 
tween the best and merely good quite 
visible. The "all" team Is a recogni- 
tion for the long hours, for aches and 
pains, highs and lows, victories and 
Meata. 


No matter how hard the Herald 


sports department tries to be fair in 
its all-area selections — and some of 
the debates can be pretty heated — 
somebody, undoubtedly a lot of some- 
bodys, always gets hurt. Somebody 
has to be left off.

I'm sure their success is a big corner- 
stone in some character building. But 
I also have a strong feeling that the 
young men who were left off, espe- 
cially those who obviously were in 
strong contention, are in a situation 
where there is the potential for even 
greater character building. 


Acceptance of any all-star honor is 


easy. There is a story filled with glow- 
ing adjectives, a picture in the paper, 
a certificate, praise. Everybody talks 
about the all-stars, but what about the 
others? 


Acceptance of missing out on all 


this Is not easy, especially when 
you're 17 or 18 years eld. Acceptance 
of the quirks of the system, of the fact 
that a segment of society has labeled 
somebody else more of an achiever 
than you, most be difficult. 


A lot of young men feel pretty low 


when they don't make these all-con- 
ference or all-area teams, but the re- 
siliency of youth is amazing. It's all 
very ood when » youngster reaches 
a plateau of success, but any "all" 
team should be taken in its proper 
perspective. 


For those who are left off, who do 


understand and do realize that what is 
derived from participation in football 
is much more than an all-area certifi- 
cate, the character building may be 
more solid, more permanent than it is 
for the all-star.

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Snow and turkey for first holiday 
Vietnamese give thanks 
for their new homeland 


Vailed PreM International 


Tuoc Van Nguyen watched the snow 


swirl ouUide his North Side apart- 
merit and shuddered. 


"OHHHH, no more, no more," he 


groaned. Then he flashed a big smile. 


"1 like it here," he said. "1 heard 


somebody talking about all the mow, 
but I'll wait and see." 


UNTIL A WEEK ago, Nguyen, a 


former lieutenant colonel in the South 
Vietnamese military, his wife and 
their eight children had never seen 
•now. Now they were celebrating a 
white Thanksgiving American style — 
with an old-fashioned turkey dinner. 


Inside their simple main floor flat, 


Nguyen's 10-year-old daughter Dung 
grinned sheepishly and recited what 
she learned in school: 


"Thanksgiving is a day of thank you 


to god," she said. "Thanksgiving has 
turkey and pumpkin pie. On Thanks- 
giving, I pray for my family — and 
for my sponsors." 


More than 15 Chicago families, most 


of them members of the St. Ferdinand 
Catholic Church where the Nguyens 
attend mass, are acting as guardians 


for the family. The sponsors are brac- 
ing the Van Nguyens for a long Mid- 
west winter by clothing them in warm 
jackets and mittens and helping them 
adjust to the hardships of a big city. 


UNTIL TWO WEEKS ago, all went 


well. Then someone threw rocks 
through two of the apartment win- 
dows and ripped apart the mailbox 
marked "Nguyen." 


"We really don't think it was be- 


cause they are Vietnamese," said 
Mrs. Lu Caravette, a mother of 14 
whom the Nguyens consider one of 
their closest friends. "But when that 
happened, they did not say they want- 
ed to go back to Vietnam. They just 
said they wanted to move. We told 
them it could happen in any neighbor- 
hood. 
"I think the more the neighbors 


know them, people will realize they 
are a fine family." 


Nguyen, 45, works as a janitor at 


Weber High School. His two oldest 
sons, Khanh, 23, and Trang, .21, also 
have jobs and are starting second 
jobs so they can save money for col- 
lege. The family also- qualifies for 


$952 per person 
N.Y. takes 
biggest tax bite 


by United Prm International 


New York state residents remained 


the most tax-burdened people in the 
nation, breaking the $900 barrier in 
per capita taxes for the first time in 
history. 


It was the ninth straight year New 


Yorkers have had the dubious dis- 
tinction of being the most heavily tax- 
ed Americans. 


The Commerce Clearing House re- 


ported Wednesday that New Yorkers 
paid an average of $952 per person in 
state and local taxes in fiscal 1974, 
well ahead of Massachusetts residents 
who averaged $767 to replace Califor- 
nia residents in second place for the 
year. Hawaii residents averaged $765 
and Californians $739. 


ON THE OTHER end of the list 


were Alabama residents whose per 
capita state and local taxes amounted 
to only $383. Alabamans edged out Ar- 
kansas residents, who were the lowest 
taxed in 1973 but increased to $384 in 
fiscal 1974. Other states with per ca- 
pita tax burdens of less than $450 
were South Carolina $422; Tennessee 
$424; Mississippi $425; Oklahoma $428 
and Kentucky $441. 


CCH, which reports on taxes, busi- 


ness laws and related developments, 
said based on latest Census Bureau 
data Americans paid an average of 
$618 In taxes to state and local gov- 
ernments in fiscal 1974 — a jump of 
$41 per person from fiscal 1973. 


The median burden state was Kan- 


sas with $573 — a jump of $59 in the 
median burden from fiscal 1973. 


Increases in per capita taxes 


ranged from a low of $3 in Utah to a 
Ugh of $117 in Alaska. Connecticut 
alone registered a tax drop, $38 to 


fiscal 1973 figures in parentheses: 


NEW YORK led in the total state 


and local taxes collected, 117.15 bil- 
lion, followed by California with $15.95 
billion, Illinois with $7.8 billion, Penn- 
sylvania, $7.3 billion and Michigan 
$6.18 billion.

Miniature vignettes 


Settings for wee people

No one I know has ever met a Lilli- 


putian. But if they should exist, as 
Gulliver maintains, they'd clamor, 
I'm sure, to crawl inside one of Susan 
Rogers Braun's miniature vignettes. 


Great settings for very wee people, 


vignettes are perfectly scaled down to 
Lilliputian size. A tiny cushion stuffed 
with a cotton ball resting on a cham- 
pagne wire cage makes a dandy old- 
fashioned ice cream stool. 


A spent shell is a perfect beer mug 


and a gold button is just right for a 
plate when company arrives. 


But Mrs. Braun, who has been de- 


signing vignettes for the past 10 
years, didn't exactly have Gulliver's 
little friends in mind when four and a 
half years ago she started gathering 
her notes to write a book on the sub- 
ject published this fall by Charles 
Scrlbner's Sons ($14.95). 


"MINIATURE VIGNETTES" is not 


only a handsome volume of beau- 
tifully crafted vignettes, many of 
them real collector items, but also 
doubles as a text providing straight 
forward, easy-to-follow instructions in 
creating a vignette from the begin- 
ning planning stages to the finished 
.product. 


A cross between a diorama and a 


picture, vignettes are actually life-size 
settings reduced in scale, usually one 
inch to one foot, with a depth of less 
than six inches. 


Yet unlike in doll houses and other 


miniature rooms reduction in size 
must be painstakingly scaled to avoid 
distortion, 


"Only if the vignette is scaled cor- 


rectly will the realism of the subject 
be preserved," said the Palatine arti- 
san. 


"Everyone is interested in life on a 


smaller scale. Model trains, ecology 
boxes . . . miniature vegnettes are 
just another form of the mini work," 
she continued. 


"Birr IT ENTAILS more than just 


assembling. It involves working with 
special problems." 


Though miniature vignettes can be 
n much as six inches in depth, which 
still doesn't offer much room in which 
to work, Mrs. Braun usually confines 
her pieces to four inches or less. If 
they are deeper than four Inches, they 
become too cumbersome to hang on 
the wall. 


Figures are seldom used in min- 


iature vignettes. 
N 


"The object is to try and create an 


atmosphere where someone is just 
about ready to enter or has just left. 
It is much more challenging to create 
signs of life and human occupancy 
without using actual figures," said 
Mrs. Braun. 


When she first picked up the craft, 


there was very little written on the 
subject. There were lessons available. 
Mrs. Braun learned the ins and outs 
mostly by trial and error. 


SHE PROFESSES no artistic train- 


Ing through prior to miniature vig- 
nettes, Mrs. Braun worked in tradi- 
tional decoupage, egg decorating and 
other two-dimensional crafts com- 
pleted in between her duties as house- 
wife and mother.-' 


Only miniature vignettes soon took 


over and occasionally the dining room 
table would never get cleared off for 
dinner, admitted Mrs. Braun. 


Though forced in the beginning to 


make all her vignette furnishings be- 
cause they simply weren't available 
to buy, Mrs1. Braun still feels it is 
more of an artistic challenge to do so. 
And of course, much cheaper. Occa- 
sionally she will purchase an item if 
she can't make it herself. Seldom, 
however, does she find it necessary.

Old beads can be turned into ele- 


gant perfume decanters. Hooks and 
eyes are great for drawer and door 
handles. A chandelier in one of Mrs. 
Braun's vignettes was completely 
fashioned out of old pieces of small 
hardware found around the house. 
Charm bracelets provide all sorts of 
unique items and modeling compound 
is a tremendous aid. 


ONE FAVORITE technique of Mrs. 


Braun's is putting a landscape view in 
the background of a vignette to auto- 
matically build in added perspective. 
Old photographs, postcards, even 
scenes cut out of Christmas cards are 
likely sources. 


Recently Mrs. Braun has been 


spending a great deal of time in the 
library researching information and 
pictures on colonial Williamsburg. She 
just completed an authentic miniature 


reproduction1-of the apothecary shop 
as it looked 200 years ago and she is 
beginning to build the old millinery 
shop. 


While there are numerous books on 


the market telling how to construct 
doll house's and even miniature furni- 
ture, Mrs. Braun feels "Miniature 
Vignettes" is one of the few geared to 
the complete neophyte who doesn't 
have access to power tools. In fact, a 
craft knife, razor saw and sharp pen- 
cils are the only tools Mrs. Braun re- 
quires. 


"I WANTED TI1IS to be a how-to- 


book so if some little girl in the 
middle of Nebraska has no supply or 
teacher available, she could still 
make a vignette using my book as a 
guide." 


That's .more than Mrs. Braun had 


when she first started out. 


THE WILLIAMSBURG APOTHECARY Shop is au- 
thentically correct. Mrs. Braun used modeling com- 
pound to make many of.the bottles and tobacco 
canisters. Jewelry findings and a large brass bead 
were used to make the chandelier which is in exact 
proportion to the real one. Patterns to make the 
William and Mary Lowboy at right and the grand- 
father clock are in the book. 
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Aretha Franklin's 'You' 
like breath of spring 


Aretha Franklin's new album, 


"You" (Atlantic records), is a wel- 
come breath of spring from its warm 
cover to the mighty fine music inside. 


Particularly on a series of fine, 


torch ballads, she recaptures the pow- 
«r and emotion with which she elec- 
trified audiences nearly a decade ago. 
The new "I'm Not Strong Enough to 
Love You Again" is every bit as fine 
as her classic "1 Never Loved a Man 
(the Way I Love You)" of 1967 or sim- 
ilar hits of that period. 


Other strong ballads in the new al- 


bum are "You." Van McCoy's "Walk 
Softly" and "As Long As You Are 
There." 


Two fine rockers help to round out 


this outstanding collection. Her own 
song and hit single, "Mr. D.J. (5 For 
the D.J.)," gives her the chance to do 
some of her best, controlled shouting 
and "You Make My Life" appears a 
natural for the disco markets. 


Among those responsible for the al- 


bum's success are arranger Gene 
Page and long-time producer Jerry 
Wexler, who share the duty with 
Franklin.

OTHER NEW soul releases include: 
"City of Angels" by the Miracles 


(Tamla records). Group newcomer 
Billy Griffin and veteran Pete Moore 
co-authored this concept album. The 
result is predictably fine. With good 
writing, singing and music. Most of 
the songs can stand on their own, too. 


The plot concerns a country boy 


named Michael who comes to Los An- 
geles to find his former girl friend 
and becomes a singing star after he 
arrives. "Ain't Nobody Straight In 
LA." is about homosexuality, one of 
several songs that deal with aspect! 
of life in the city. 


"House Party" by the Temptation 


(Gordy records). For the second 
straight album, the Temps use a vari- 
ety of producers to good advantage. 
Outstanding songs are "It's Just a 
Matter of Time," "What You Need 
Most" and "If I don't Love You This 
Way" (an excellent potential single).

The group 
with the famed horn section has a fun- 
kier sound with Hubert Tubbs replac- 
ing the departed Lenny Williams on, 
vocals. An outstanding song is "Treat 
Me Like Your Man." 


"Gratitude" by Earth, Wind and 


Fire (Columbia records). Three- 
fourths of this two-record set was 
recorded live (partially in Chicago) 
and Includes familiar songs, such as 
"Shining Star." It is a toss-up, 
though, on whether the live or studio 
selections are better. This black group 
which combines soul, rock and jazz 
gets better with each album as it con- 
tinues to develop its "big" sound.

the most astonishing feats. 


An endless array of stories are 


gathered in this fat, engrossing vol- 
ume and each one seems more Im- 
probable than the next. The "Body- 
guard" of the title was layer upon 
layer of deception to mislead the Ger- 
mans as to the time and place of the 
Allied invasion of Europe.

Anthony Julian Huxley knows as 


much about plants in all their aspects 
as anyone alive and has packed an 
incredible amount of information Into 
this aafrpage book, originally publish- 
ed In Britain in 1974. 


Like his famous father, Sir Julian 


Huxley, he wears Ms erudition lightly, 
and -"Plant and Planet" is a highly 
readable work for nature lovers, gar- 
deners, ' agriculturists and ecologlsts 
alike. 


At first, you feel the lack of illustra- 


tions. There are only general engrav- 
ings as chapter headings, which the 
author Justifies by pointing out that 
adequate Illustrations would make the 
book prohibitive in price or too much 
like a textbook. And how right he 
proves. 


Huxley loves plants, and a little 


baste knowledge of botany and a little 
Imagination on the part of the reader 
are aO be needs to become riveted by 
the extraordinary wonders of nature.

chapters concern the Inter-relation of 
man and plant, past, present and fu- 
ture. His own personal interest is in 
wild plants, where the future looks 
bleak with at least 20,000 species like- 
ly to become extinct within the next 
century. 


His picture of a science-fiction fu- 


ture of increased production and re- 
newal of arid lands is a combination 
of optimistic possibility and of dire 
trolled population growth and uncon- 
trolled exploitation.

Last Christmas, during • trip to my 


native state of Oregon, 1 talked to a 
college friend and her family about a 
project they had become involved 
with — miking a movie starring Jack 
Nicholson. 


The movie was being produced by 


Michael Douglas, son of actor Kirk 
Douglas, and would be the first at- 
tempt to make a (Urn of Oregoman 
Ken Keiey's novel "One Flew Over 


the Cuckoo's Nest." 


What made the project seem re- 


markable at the time was that even 
though the book presented a story 
that was unflattering in the extreme 
to mental hospitals, my friend's fa- 
ther, Dr. Dean K. Brooks, head of the 
Oregon State Mental Hospital, was 
willing to have the film made on the 
hospital grounds. 


Well, the film was completed, and 


Dr. Brooks played the key role of Dr. 


i i i i i i i it 


Spivey, the psychiatrist whose role is 
to be befuddled by R. P. McMurphy, 
the character played by Nicholson. 


NOT ONLY WAS the movie com- 


pleted, but, as proved by a recent 
screening, it is a remarkable and fine 
Him that manages to be at different 
times funny, moving and horrifying. 


Anyone who has read Kesey's book 


or has seen the stage play will realize 
almost immediately that the film ver- 
sion, while recognizable as the same 
story, has been changed. The changes 
do not, however, interfere with the 
baste strength of the story. 


The basic action of "Cuckoo's Nest" 


occurs in a mental hospital ward 
where McMurphy (Nicholson) has 
been transferred while serving time in 
prison. McMurphy immediately runs 
up against Nurse Batched (Big Nurse 
in the book), who controls the ward 
through iron discipline and by turning 
the patients against one another dur- 
ing "therapy" session. 


In the book, the action is filtered 


through the internal dialogue of Chief 
Bromdon, a 7-foot tan Indian who pre- 
tends to be a deaf mute and is in the 
mental hospital because he believes 
be is not "big enough" to function out- 
side. 


IN THE FILM, this internal dia-

I have just one minor complaint. 


The diner is presented with the for- 
midable task of diving into a large 
amount of well-prepared food all at 
once. 


It is just too much to eat together. 


It would be wiser, I feel, to change the 
serving pattern a bit and bring the 
entrees in shifts . . . chicken and 
noodle dishes followed by meatballs, 
pork chops and pasta items, for in- 
stance. The food would stay hot that

• logue is eliminated,' and the result is 
that, while the Chief is perfectly por- 
trayed by Western artist Will Samp- 
son, his escape from madness as a 
result of McMurphy's action is not as 
fully explained as it might be. 


There are other subtle changes in 


emphasis that are bound to 'be noticed 
by anyone familiar with the book or 
the play. In both those media, Kesey's 
Big Nurse is an impersonal, almost 
superhuman monster whose identity 
is at least partly based on the fact 
that she has no human name. 


The film has given this thorughly 


evil character a name and the form of 
actress Louise Fletcher, who is too at- 
tractive to warrant the title "Big 
Nurse." As Ms. Fletcher plays her, 
Nurse Hatched is a cold, rigid bureau- 
crat but is not the manifestation of 
evil she was in the book. 


THESE CHANGES WILL not inter- 


fere with the enjoyment by the aver- 
age moviegoer who is not intimately 
familiar with "Cuckoo's Nest," how- 
ever. The film as a whole is a suc- 
cess, despite such minor quibbles. 


And for anyone like me, who knows 


Dean Brooks, it is a pleasure to watch 
him in the role of Dr. Spivey. His 
friends will never see him again as 
"just" a doctor.

Museum exhibit shames 
man on wasteful ways

The Irony to about as subtle as a 


sledgehammer. 


The scene is the Man In His Envi- 


ronment exhibit at the Field Museum 
of Natural History. It Is a startlingly 
compelling presentation of an all-too- 
familiar subject. 


The multi-media experience unfolds 


with the story of nature: the flow of 
energy through the food chain, the 
cycle of life, the balance of nature 
maintained through predators and 
parasites. A simulated marsh and a 
film present the beauty, the aware- 
ness, the violence of untouched na- 
ture 


And then, man Is introduced. His in- 


teractlon with the natural world Is 
briefly traced from the stone age to 
the present and capped with a second 
film unmerciful in its frankness. 


THERE ARE THE usual sequences 


showing man laying waste to his en- 
voronment — spraying pesticides, 
strip mining, polluting the air with 
factories and autos — and laying 
w a s t e to himself through over- 
population — a large family reunion 
in the U.S. and starving people in Af- 
rica. 


A most shocking and uncomfortable 


parallel is drawn between the balance 
of nature brutally maintained among 
animals — and a similar Malthuslan 
control which the movie predicts will 
happen to human beings if they don't 
begin controlling then- own numbers. 


As alternatives, the film runs 


through mind-boggling footage on 
existing computer technology which 
might be used by governments to dic- 
tate who may have a baby and who

Support needed 
for new bus 
routes: alderman 


A Des Plaines official said the ex- 


panded Intra-eity bus service that will 
atari Monday is a "use it or lose it 
proposition" for the City of Des 
Plaines. 


Aid. George Oten, 2nd, chairman of 


the city's special transportation com- 
mittee, said the four intra-city routes 
are designed to serve more residents 
and bring in more revenue. He said, 
however, that if they are not used by 
enough residents, they could be elimi- 
nated. 


The new bus system will be re- 


v i e w e d by the Regional Trans- 
portation Authority and the North 
Suburban Mass Transit District in six 
to eight months to determine if it 
should be continued or modified, 
based on ridership. 


IN AN ATTEMPT to encourage 


residents to try the new bus system, 
NORTRAN will forego the normal 45- 
cent fare for at least the first week, 
Olensaid.

The four new routes, funded by the 


RTA through NORTRAN, will replace 
three little-used routes. 


The bus routes will begin and end at 


the Chicago and North Western Ry. 
station in downtown Des Plaines and 
will run from 6 a.m. to 8 p.m. seven 
days a week. Buses will run every 30 
minutes during rush hours and every 
hour at other times. 


The bus system includes a north, 


south, west and southwest route. The 
routes are designed to bring bus ser- 
vice to within six blocks of most 
homes in Des Plaines. 


THE NORTH loop of the system 


will extend as far as Central Road 
and serve points along the Northwest 
Highway. A west loop' will serve resi- 
dential areas as far west as Beau 
Road and will return to the railroad 
station by way of Thacker Street

State physical fitness champs 
St. Zachary kids a rugged bunch 


The best elementary school athletes 


in the' state don't even have their own 
gym. 


No, St. Zachary Catholic School stu- 


dents in Des Plaines don't have fancy 
equipment, but this is the second year 
in a row they have been state cham- 
pions in the Presidential Physical Fit- 
ness Awards competition. The state 
champion award is given to the school 
with the highest percentage of stu- 
dents qualifying for the Presidential 
Physical Fitness Award. 


To receive the award, a student 


must score above the 85th percentile 
on each of six tests. Seventy-eight of 
the 168 St. Zachary students who took 
the fitness tests last year scored bet- 
ter than the 85th percentile, said 
Straten Banrettsmith, St. Zachary 
physical education teacher. 


HOW DO THE students score so 


weU? 


"The kids are very enthusiastic," 


said Barrettsmith, who is on sabbatic- 
al this year, completing a master's 
degree at Western Illinois University, 
Macomb. Students use an improvised 
gym made from two classrooms at St. 
Zachary, but about 30 students come 
early and stay late to train at a near- 
by public school gymnasium, Bar- 
rettsmith said. 


"Our whole physical education pro- 


gram is built on fitness," he ex- 
plained. "If a child is physically fit he 
can be taught to do anything." 


St. Zachary's physical education 


program makes no concessions to a 
lack of facilities. The students partici- 
pate in some 14 sports, dance, and ex- 


ercise programs, Barrettsmith said. 
"Everything is organized towards fit- 
ness and endurance," he said. 


Besides garnering state awards, St. 


Zachary placed 19th in the nation on 
the Presidential fitness tests. This 
year, the students are shooting for 


I 
10th place under the direction of 
Charlie Hyman, girls' physical educa- 
tion teacher. 


But of course, St. Zachary students 


won't be happy until they're number 
one in the nation. After all, they try 
harder.

Holidays are no time to give up the fight against fat

Thanksgiving is past and the first 


skirmish in the holiday Battle of the 
Bulge is over. Two more rounds, 
Christmas and New Year's remain to 
be fought. 


The enemy silently awaits, brilliant 


and plentiful. And the sweet smell of 
defeat, not victory, is almost too 
much to bear. It's food. 


For the 1,000 Chicago area mem- 


bers of Overeaters Anonymous (OA) 
the holiday season is not so jolly, par- 
ticularly when it comes to resisting 
the temptations of the dinner table. 


FOR THOSE WHO duel daily with 


the scales, every pound counts, and 
Thanksgiving, Christmas and New 
Year's are not good enough excuses to 
indulge. Holidays are just like any 
other days. 


"This is the most difficult time ,of 


the year for us," said Carol Wendt, 
Arlington Heights, president of Over- 
eaters Anonymous. "We can't deviate 
from our diets, even though it's a holi- 
day." 


Those who are serious about losing 


10, SO or 100 pounds of unwanted fat 
must lead a Spartan existence. Small 


portions are the order of the day all 
year long. 


No rolls, no butter, no candy, no 


sweet potatoes, no Christmas cookies 
— nothing rich and fatty are per- 
mitted. Overeaters are just like alco- 
holics, Ms. Wendt said. Once you give 
in — even though it's Christmas — the 
battle may be lost for months after- 
ward. 


"THESE ARE THE things which 


, your system craves," she said. "It's 


easy to rationalize and eat some of 
these foods, but once you start again 
it's hard to stop." 


Members of the organization keep 


phone lists of other problem eaters to 
give each other mutual support dur- 
ring the holiday seige. Sometimes a 
phone call and a little confidence 
building will stem the tide of tempta- 
tion. 


"We tell our people to take it one 


day at a time," Ms. Wendt said. 
"Sometimes you just have to take it 
an hour or five minutes at a time to 
make it through." 


OA does not recommend a particu- 


lar diet for its members, nor does it 
enforce dieting. However, it does sug- 
gest what should be avoided. One of 


those things is alcohol, and that 
makes New Year's most difficult. 


OA HAS CHICAGO chapters which 


range in size from 10 to 40 members 
each. Ms. Wendt began the program 
about three years ago after learning 
about the organization's success in' 
other cities. Chapters meet regularly 
in Des Plaines, Arlington Heights, 
Mount Prospect, Glenview, Highland 
Park, Oak Park, Zion, McHenry and 
other communities. 


The OA procedure is modeled after 


Alcoholics Anonymous. The only real 
difference is that food is the problem. 


"We all have hang ups," Ms. Wendt 


said. "Mine is starchy foods. Others 
have problems with candy." 


The first step on the road to losing 


weight is to admit you're a com- 
pulsive overeater, said Ms. Wendt. 
Once that confession is made, the 
•fight becomes easier. 


"We also believe in a serenity pray- 


er," she said. "It's not religious, just 
the realization that you can't do it all 
by yourself." 


MS. WENDT is a believer in the 


system. She's lost about 40 pounds. 


"I've still got another 60 to take 


off," she said. 


She said the common belief that a 


fat person is jolly and happy is false. 
Overeating is spawned of unhappi- 
ness. It's an escape. 


But if she and others can resist 


temptation, next year's holiday sea- 
son may be much happier.

Parks seeking 
federal funds 
for bicycle path 


Wheeling Park District officials 


have asked the village board to seek a 
federal grant for a proposed village 
bicycle path. 


David Phillips, Wheeling Park su- 


perintendent, said the bike path would 
be part of a countywide network of 
bicycle paths now being considered by 
several communities. Suburbs in- 
volved include Arlington Heights, Elk 
Grove Village, Hoffman 
Estates, 


Mount Prospect, Palatine, Rolling 
Meadows and Schaumburg. 


Phillips said the Northeastern Illi- 


nois Planning Commission has al- 
ready outlined an interlinking network 
of bike paths and the Wheeling pro- 
posal is "an attempt to widen the 
scope of the original plan." 


THE NIPC PLAN calls for a series 


of major and minor routes throughout 
Cook County. Major paths would run 
between each community, linking 
shopping centers, park areas and pub- 


lic buildings. The smaller paths would 
link sections within the towns. 


Phillips said the Federal-Aid Urban 


System (F.A.U.S.) program provides 
up to 70 per cent funding for both the 
planning and construction of bicycle 
path systems. He said only the village 
government is eligible to apply for the 
grant. 


Village planners have recommended 


that bike trails be located along Com- 
monwealth Edison easements and the 
greenbelt areas along the Wheeling- 
Buffalo Grove drainage ditch. 


"We've been interested in devel- 


oping interlinking bike trails for some 
time. Hopefully, they would be off 
road paths — strictly for bikes and 
walking," he said. 


Phillips said the bike paths would 


serve both transportation and recrea- 
tion needs. 


Village board members referred the 


request to the real estate and zoning 
committee for study.

your system craves," she said. "It's 
easy to rationalize and eat some of 
these foods, but once you start again 
it's hard to stop." 


Members of the organization keep 


phone lists of other problem eaters to 
give each other mutual support dur- 
ring the holiday seige. Sometimes a 
phone call and a little confidence 
building will stem the tide of tempta- 
tion. 


"We tell our people to take it one 


day at a time," Ms. Wendt said. 
"Sometimes you just have to take it 
an hour or five minutes at a time to 
make it through." 


OA does not recommend a particu- 


lar diet for its members, nor does it 
enforce dieting. However, it does sug- 
gest what should be avoided. One of 


those things is alcohol, and that 
makes New Year's most difficult. 


OA HAS CHICAGO chapters which 


range in size from 10 to 40 members 
each. Ms. Wendt began the program 
about three years ago after learning 
about the organization's success in 
other cities. Chapters meet regularly 
in Des Plaines, Arlington Heights, 
Mount Prospect, Glenview, Highland 
Park, Oak Park, Zion, McHenry and 
other communities. 


The OA procedure is modeled after 


Alcoholics Anonymous. The only real 
difference is that food is the problem. 


"We all have hang ups," Ms. Wendt 


said. "Mine is starchy foods. Others 
have problems with candy." 


The first step on the road to losing 


weight is to admit you're a com- 
pulsive overeater, said Ms. Wendt. 
Once that confession is made, the 
fight becomes easier. 


"We also believe in a serenity pray- 


er," she said. "It's not religious, just 
the realization that you can',t do it all 
by yourself." 


MS. WENDT is a believer in the 


system. She's lost about 40 pounds. 


"I've still got another 60 to take 


off," she said. 


She said the common belief that a 


fat person is jolly and happy is false. 
Overeating is spawned of unhappi- 
ness. It's an escape. 


But if she and others can resist 


temptation, next year's holiday sea- 
son may be much happier.

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'Phantom towns' protect Community organizations 
country-like atmosphere 


State statute calls them municipal- 


ities or villages. 


Critics call them "paper villages" 


or "phantom towns." 


Residents call them home. 
THEY ARE the small villages in 


Lake County. All have village boards, 
though lew have village halls. Some 
offer police protection, though all rely 
on county sheriff's police for backup. 
Most offer something in the way of 
village services, even if it's only road 
maintenance. 


The populations vary; one of the 


smallest is Indian Creek near Munde- 
leln with 270 residents counted in the 
last census. Hawthorn Woods, near 
Lake Zurich, with between 1,100 and 
1,200 residents, and North Harrington 
at 1,435 can be considered two of the 
largest. 


What brought these miniscule mu- 


nicipalities Into existence, and what 
keeps them there? Almost without ex- 
ception, the villages incorporated for 
the same reason—to avoid large-scale 
development In thete area. 


"One of the factors was avoiding 


development," said James Getz, vil- 
lage president of Mettawa (near Lib- 
crtyvllle). "We wanted to be able to 
control our own future. We are 80 per 
cent five-acre estates, 15 per cent two- 
acre and the rest one-acre. We don't 
have any expansion project other than 
internal annexations." Mettawa's 1970 
population was 285. 


A Mettawa resident. John Hosier, 


said he likes the wide-open atmos- 
phere of the village. "Our primary 
concern is the country-like atmos- 
phere," he said. "I never want to see 
industry here. I'd like it to stay ex- 
actly as it is now. There's too much 
wildlife around here." 


SOME VILLAGES incorporated as 


a direct result of opposition to a de- 
velopment. Under Illinois statute, an 
unincorporated area cannot control its 
destiny, but a municipality can object 
to any proposed development within 
lla miles of its boundaries. 


"Like in many small communities, 


a developer had envisioned a city of 
small lots and high density," said 
H a w t h o r n Wood Pres. Robert 
Luedtke, whose village incorporated, 
in 1958. "The people in Kildeer, Long 
Grove and Hawthorn Woods had an 
enjoyable atmosphere, and they did 
not want a development. 


"We formed an association to fight 
Almost the same situation to fight 


the development." 
itated the birth of the Village of Deer 
Park near Barrlngton. "The home- 
owners banded together for the pur- 
pose of opposing a subdivision that 
was going to be on the south side of 
Lake-Cook Road," said that village's 
president, Charles Brown. "The resi- 
dents did take action to quickly in- 
corporate so they could oppose the de- 
velopment across the street because 
of the lV4-mile influence." 


North Barrington, said its president, 


Nelson Forest, Incorporated "to bring 
land use and invironmental controls 
closer to home than the county be- 
cause of local preferences and stan- 
dards. Out density is a minimum of 
40,000 square feet to a maximum of 
live acres. 


"At the time of our incorporation, 


county zoning was 12,000 square feet. 
Density has been reduced." 
more to come- 


MOST RESIDENTS OF the areas 


say they are pleased with how their 
governments work. 


"1 love it," said Barbara Falrchild 


of Tower Lakes, a village with about 
1,000 residents just south of Wau- 
conda, "The town is actually split into 
two groups: the homeowners associ- 
ation and the government. 1 think of 
the association as a club; it takes 
care of the lake, lifeguards; the fun, 
social things. Then there's the town 
council. 1 feel it definitely works." 


She said she would like to see Tow- 


er Lakes retain its countryside atmos- 
phere. 


Stevle Atkinson, an active Hawthorn 


Woods resident, said of her town, "I 


Two claim 33rd incorporation 


During the late 1950s, there was a 


rush by small, potential municipal- 
ities to incorporate. Part of the rea- 
son was a change in state statute 
which, after 1959, required several 
hundred residents for incorporation 
rather than the previous 100. 


In that rush, Indian Creek and Ver- 


non Hills, both in Lake County, voted 
for incorporation on the same day — 
July 15,1958. The vote touched off a 
three-year legal battle. 


Indian Creek residents filed a peti- 


tion for incorporation in reaction to a 
similar petition filed by their neigh- 
bor, Vernon Hills, which was being 
built by L &H Builders. Incorporation 
was the only way area residents could 
oppose development in Vernon Hills. 


BOTH TOWNS approved their in- 


corporations, and their boundary lines 
abutted on one side. That was an 
apparent violation of state statute 
which requires no municipality can be 
incorporated within a certain distance 
of another — in 1958, a one-mile sepa- 
ration was needed — without the 
existing municipality's consent. 


Vernon Hills challenged Indian 


Creek's incorporation, but the circuit 
and appellate courts upheld the vote. 


When the Illinois Supreme Court re- 


fused to review the appellate court de- 
cision, Indian Creek was allowed to 
remain as a village. 


In the meantime, while Vernon 


Hills and Indian Creek were in court, 
the incorporation rush continued. Lin- 
colnshire became Lake County's 20th 
municipality; Deer Park the 29th; 
Park City, 30; Hawthorn Woods, 31, 
and Kildeer, 32. 


Vernon Hills and Indian Creek each 


claimed to be No. 33. 
v 


Under today's Illinois laws, it's like- 


ly none of these villages would meet 
incorporation requirements. Today, 
an area of contiguous land not ex- 
ceeding four square miles and con- 
taining 2,500 or more residents would 
be able to incorporate. When most of 
today's villages incorporated in the 
1950s, the requirements were two 
square miles of land and only 100 resi- 
dents. 


personally would love to see it remain 
residential." She added, however, that 
taxes would be too high if only resi- 
dential development were permitted. 


"In order to grow, we're obviously 


going to have a larger tax base. Be- 
cause of that, I do want to see light 
industry and condominiums in the 
form our present master plan has set 
up," she said. 


Luedtke noted that the master plan 


has been in the works for over a year. 
"It's in its final stages; we're making 
allowances to help us expand the tax 
base with light industrial and multi- 
family." He added that the village 
will not actively seek annexation. 


TAXES AND SERVICES are two 


sore points with persons who consider 
the small villages "paper towns" that 
have no business existing. 


One county board member, Mat- 


thew Miholic of North Chicago, said 
the villages drain county resources. 
"They may have a part-time man, but 
"They know the county sheriff must 
respond to their calls," he said, 
the taxpayers in the county have to 
pay the sheriffs department. 


"The county has no more zoning ju- 


risdiction; the villages control their 
own zoning, but they don't provide 
services." 


He added, "They have a right to in- 


corporate, but the state legislature 
could change that. If that's what the 
villages want, they should provide all 
the services." 


MIHOLIC INDICATED he believed 


some county budget problems could 
be solved if the small municipalities 
dissolved. Don Klein, Barrington Area 
Council of Governments executive di- 
rector, disagreed. 


Village's existence 
at stake in Deer Park 


One Lake County village, Deer Park, is facing the possibility of 


extinction. 


Fifty-seven of the village's 870 residents recently filed a petition 


asking a referendum to dissolve the village government. The refer- 
endum is Thursday. . 


According to one Deer Park resident who helped circulate the 


petitions, the village is providing services that are not needed. "We 
get our police protection from Barrington," said Roberta Schmitt. 
"The county was doing an adequate job. We didn't need our roads 
rebuilt. We don't need mosquito abatement because we can't do it 
well; we're right next to a forest preserve." 
/ 


CHARLES BROWN, the village president, said he thinks the ref- 


erendum will fail. "Those who filed the petitions to dissolve live on 
roads in the perimeter of the village," he said. "Those are major 
roads; they do not have the same kinds of problems as residents in 
the inner village. 


"These inner-village residents want police protection, goofJ roads. 


They want services," he added.

A real estate tax levied last year was eliminated for the forth- 


coming year because the village has recovered its financial posi- 
tion, Brown said. A 2 per cent utility tax, which was reduced from 5 
per cent, is still in effect, he added. 


Mrs. Schmitt noted, "We've lived here 20 years. The area in- 


corporated in 1957, and we were in favor of it." At that time, a 
developer was planning to build homes on quarter-acre lots across 
Lake-Cook Road. "The individuals in the area were able to stop 
him," she said. 


"BUT THAT WAS the only reason," she continued. "There was 


an understanding at the time that eventually it would revert to 
unincorporated as soon as the county was able to handle the zoning. 
Now they're (the county) gung ho on conservation." 


Brown maintains there was no such understanding. "I didn't live 


here then, but I do know a number of the pioneers, and from the 
knowledge that I have in 13 years here, 11 years in office, no such - 
understanding has ever surfaced," he said.

The best elementary school athletes 


in the state don't even have their own 
gym. 


No, St. Zachary Catholic School stu- 


dents in Des Plaines don't have fancy 
equipment, but this is the second year 
In a row they have been state cham- 
pions in the Presidential Physical Fit- 
ness Awards competition. The state 
champion award is given to the school 
with the highest percentage of stu- 
dents qualifying for the Presidential 
Physical Fitness Award. 


To receive the award, a student 


must score above the 85th percentite 
on each of six tests. Seventy-eight of 
the 168 St. Zachary students who took 
the fitness tests last year scored bet- 
ter than the 85th pcrcentile, said 
Straten Barrettsmith, St. Zachary 
physical education teacher. 


HOW DO THE students score so 


well? 


"The kids are very enthusiastic," 


said Barrettsmith, who is on sabbatic- 
al this year, completing a master's 
degree at Western Illinois University, 
Macomb. Students use an improvised 
gym made from two classrooms at St. 
Zachary, but about 30 students come 
early and stay late to train at a near- 
by public school gymnasium, Bar- 
rettsmith said. 


"Our whole physical education pro- 


gram is built on fitness," he ex- 
plained. "If a child is physically fit he 
can be taught to do anything." 


St. Zachary's physical education 


program makes no concessions to a 
lack of facilities. The students partici- 
pate in some 14 sports, dance, and ex- 
ercise programs, Barrettsmith said. 
"Everything is organized towards fit- 
ness and endurance," he said. 


Besides garnering state awards, St. 


Zachary placed 19th in the nation on 
the Presidential fitness tests. This 
year, the students are shooting for 
10th place under the direction of 
Charlie Myman, girls' physical educa- 
tion teacher. 


But of course, St. Zachary students 


won't be happy until they're number 
one in the nation. After all, they try 
harder.

Mailboxes few 
and far between 
in subdivisions 


by BETTY LEE 


In Buffalo Grove a person can get 


frustrated looking for a U.S. Postal 
Service mailbox. 


You can drive miles along the wind- 


ing streets of the village, search ev- 
ery corner and cut de sac. But there 
simply are no mailboxes in newer 
residential areas, Wheeling Post- 
master Frank Freddo said and the 
few that are in Buffalo Grove are 
being phased out. 


Most people mail letters simply by 


putting them in their own mailbox 
and raising the metal flag to notify 
the letter carrier when he comes by, 
Freddo said. 


But for late afternoon pick-ups, a 


person must drive to mailboxes along 
Dundee Road, Milwaukee Avenue or 
Wolf Road. A Lake County Buffalo 
Grove resident can put in a good half 
hour to mail a letter that has to go out 
right away. 


BUFFALO GROVE does have a few 


mailboxes in the older part of town, 
the eastern fringe of the village, Fred- 
do said. Those do not have late pick- 
up collections. "We're even getting 
rid of those," Freddo said. "If some- 
one drives into them or they're some- 
how damaged, we don't replace them. 
The mail is just picked up by the foot 
carrier when he comes out to deliver 
the mail," he said. 


It is unlikely that the Wheeling Post 


Office, which serves Buffalo Grove, 
will install* mailboxes in residential 
areas, Freddo said. "We put up mail- 
boxes if there's traffic generated in 
the area," he said, 


"We do surveys from time to time 


to see how much volume (of mail) is 
departed from there. But we mainly 
go to the business areas where there 
is likely to be a substantial volume of 
mail," Freddo said.

Holidays are no time to give up the fight against fat

Thanksgiving is past and the first 


skirmish in the holiday Battle of the 
Bulge is over. Two more rounds, 
Christmas and New Year's remain-to 
be fought. 


The enemy silently awaits, brilliant 


and plentiful. And the sweet smell of 
defeat, not victory, is almost too 
much to bear. It's food. 


For the 1,000 Chicago area mem- 


bers of Overeaters Anonymous (OA) 
the holiday season is not so jolly, par- 
ticularly when it comes to resisting 
the temptations of the dinner table. 


FOR THOSE WHO duel daily with 


the scales, every pound counts, and 
Thanksgiving, Christmas and New 
Year's are not good enough excuses to 
indulge. Holidays are just like any 
other days. 


"This is the most difficult time of 


the year for us," said Carol Wendt, 
Arlington Heights, president of Over- 
eaters Anonymous. "We can't deviate 
from our diets, even though it's a holi- 
day." 


Those who are serious about losing 


10, SO or 100 pounds of unwanted fat 
must lead a Spartan existence. Small 


portions are the order of the day all 
yearlong. 


No rolls, no butter, no candy, no 


sweet potatoes, no Christmas cookies 
— nothing rich and fatty are per- 
mitted. Overeaters are just like alco- 
holics, Ms. Wendt said. Once you give , 


.. in — even though it's Christmas — the 


battle may be lost for months after- 
ward. 


"THESE ARE THE things which 


your system craves," she said. "It's 
easy to rationalize and eat some of 
these foods, but once you start again 
it's hard to stop." 


Members of the organization keep 


phone lists of other problem eaters to 
give each other mutual support dur- 
ring the holiday seige. Sometimes a 
phone call and a little confidence 
building will stem the tide of tempta- 
tion. 


"We tell our people to take it one 


day at a time," Ms. Wendt said. 
"Sometimes you just have to take it 
an hour or five minutes at a time to 
make it through." 


OA does not recommend a particu- 


lar diet for its members, nor does it 
enforce dieting. However, it does sug- 
gest what should be avoided. One of 


those things is alcohol, and that 
makes New Year's most difficult. 


OA HAS CHICAGO chapters which 


range in size from 10 to-40 members 
each. Ms. .Wendt began the program 
about three years ago after learning 
about the organization's success in 
other cities. Chapters meet regularly 
in Des Plaines, Arlington Heights, 
Mount Prospect, Glenview, Highland 
Park, Oak Park, Zion, McHenry and 
other communities. 


The OA procedure is modeled after 


Alcoholics Anonymous. The only real 
difference is that food is the problem. 


"We all have hang ups," Ms. Wendt 


said. "Mine is starchy foods. Others 
have problems with candy." 


The first step on the road to losing 


weight is to admit you're a com- 
pulsive overeater, said Ms. Wendt. 
Once that confession- is- made, the 
fight becomes easier. 


"We also believe in a serenity pray- 


er," she said. "It's not religious, just 
the realization that you can't do it all 
by yourself." 


MS. WENDT is a believer in the 


system. She's lost about 40 pounds. 


"I've still got another 60 to take 


off," she said. 


She said the common belief that a 


fat person is jolly and happy is false. 
Overeating is spawned of unhappi- 
ness. It's an escape. 


But if she and others can resist 


temptation, next year's holiday sea- 
son may be much happier.

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'Phantom towns' protect 
country-like atmosphere Community organizations 


SHOP WITH YOUR 
LOCAL MERCHANTS 


State statute calls them municipal- 


ities or villages. 


Critics call them "paper villages" 


or "phantom towns." 


Residents call them home. 
THEY ARE the small villages in 


Lake County. All have village boards, 
though few have village halls. Some 
offer police protection, though all rely 
on county sheriff's police for backup. 
Most offer something in the way of 
village services, even if it's only road 
maintenance. 


Toe populations vary; one of the 


smallest is Indian Creek near Munde- 
leln with 270 residents counted in the 
last census. Hawthorn Woods, near 
Lake Zurich, with between 1,100 and 
1,200 residents, and North Barrington 
at 1,435 can be considered two of the 
largest. 


What brought these miniscule mu- 


nicipalities into existence, and what 
keeps them there? Almost without ex- 
ception, the villages incorporated for 
the same reason—to avoid large-scale 
development in their area. 


"One of the factors was avoiding 


development," said James Getz, vil- 
lage president of Mettawa (near Lib- 
ertyville). "We wanted to be able to 
control our own future. We are 80 per 
cent five-acre estates, 15 per cent two- 
acre and the rest one-acre. We don't 
have any expansion project other than 
internal annexations." Mettawa's 1970 
population was 283. 


A Mettawa resident, John Hosier, 


said he likes the wide-open atmos- 
phere of the village. "Our primary 
concern is the country-like atmos- 
phere," he said. "I never want to see 
industry here. I'd like it to stay ex- 
actly as it is now. There's too much 
wildlife around here." 


SOME VILLAGES incorporated as 


a direct result of opposition to a de- 
velopment. Under Illinois statute, an 
unincorporated area cannot control its 
destiny, but a municipality can object 
to any proposed development within 
Ha miles of its boundaries. 


"Like in many small communities, 


a developer had envisioned a city of 
small lots and high density," said 
H a w t h o r n Wood Pres. Robert 
Luedtke, whose village incorporated 
in 1958. "The people in Kildeer, Long 
Grove and Hawthorn Woods had an 
enjoyable atmosphere, and they did 
not want a development. 


"We formed an association to fight 
Almost the same situation to fight 


the development." 
itated the birth of the Village of Deer 
Park near Barrington. "The home- 
owners banded together for the pur- 
pose of opposing a subdivision that 
was going to be on the south side of 
Lake-Cook Road," said that village's 
president, Charles Brown. "The resi- 
dents did take action to quickly in- 
corporate so they could oppose the de- 
velopment across the street because 
of the IMi-mlle influence." 


North Barrington, said its president, 


Nelson Forest, incorporated "to bring 
land use and invironmental controls 
closer to home than the county be- 
cause of local preferences and stan- 
dards. Out density is a minimum of 
40,000 square feet to a maximum of 
five acres. 


"At the time of our incorporation, 


county zoning was 12,000 square feet. 
Density has been reduced." 
more to come- 


MOST RESIDENTS OF the areas 


say they are pleased with how their 
governments work. 


"I love it," said Barbara Fairchild 


of Tower Lakes, a village with about 
1,000 residents just south of Wau- 
conda. "The town is actually split into 
two groups: the homeowners associ- 
ation and the government. 1 think of 
the association as a club; it takes 
care of the lake, lifeguards; the fun, 
social things. Then there's the town 
council. I feel it definitely works." 


She said she would like to see Tow- 


er Lakes retain its countryside atmos- 
phere. 


Stevie Atkinson, an active Hawthorn 


Woods resident, said of her town, "I 


Two claim 33rd incorporation 


During the late 1950s, there was a 


rush by small, potential municipal- 
ities to incorporate. Part of the rea- 
son was a change in state statute 
which, after 1959, required several 
hundred residents for incorporation 
rather than the previous 100. 


In that rush, Indian Creek and Ver- 


non Hills, both in Lake County, voted 
for incorporation on the same day — 
July 15, 1958. The vote touched off a 
three-year legal battle. 


Indian Creek residents filed a peti- 


tion for incorporation in reaction to a 
similar petition filed by their neigh- 
bor, Vernon Hills, which was being 
built by L &H Builders. Incorporation 
was the only way area residents could 
oppose development in Vernon Hills. 


BOTH TOWNS approved their in- 


corporations, and their boundary lines 
abutted on one side. That was an 
apparent violation of state statute 
which requires no municipality can be 
incorporated within a certain distance 
of another — in 1958, a one-mile sepa- 
ration was needed — without the 
existing municipality's consent. 


personally would love to see it remain 
residential." She added, however, that 
taxes would be too high if only resi- 
dential development were permitted. 


"In order to grow, we're obviously 


going to have a larger tax base. Be- 
cause of that, I do want to see light 
industry and condominiums in the 
form our present master plan has set 
up," she said. 


Luedtke noted that the master plan 


has been in the works for over a year. 
"It's in its final stages; we're making 
allowances to help us expand the tax 
base with light industrial and multi- 
family." He added that the village 
will not actively seek annexation. 


TAXES AND SERVICES are two 


sore points with persons who consider 
the small villages "paper towns" that 
have no business existing. 


One county board member, Mat- 


Vernon Hills challenged Indian 


Creek's incorporation, but the circuit 
and appellate courts upheld the vote. 


When the Illinois Supreme Court re- 


fused to review the appellate court de- 
cision, Indian Creek was allowed to 
remain as a village. 


In the meantime, while Vernon 


Hills and Indian Creek were in court, 
the incorporation rush continued. Lin- 
colnshire became Lake County's 20th 
municipality; Deer Park the 29th; 
Park City, 30; Hawthorn Woods, 31, 
and Kildeer, 32. 


Vernon Hills and Indian Creek each 


claimed to be No. 33. 


• Under today's niinois laws, it's like- 
ly none of these villages would meet 
incorporation requirements. 
Today, 


an area of contiguous land not ex- 
ceeding four square miles and con- 
taining 2,500 or more residents would 
be able to incorporate. When most of 
today's villages incorporated in the 
1950s, the requirements were two 
square miles of land and only 100 resi- 
dents. 


thew Mlholic of North Chicago, said 
the villages drain county resources. 
"They may have a part-time man, but

"The county has no more zoning ju-

Village's existence 
at stake in Deer Park 


One Lake County village, Deer Park, is facing the possibility of 


extinction. 


Fifty-seven of the village's 870 residents recently filed a petition 


asking a referendum to dissolve the village government. The refer- 
endum is Thursday. 


According to one Deer Park resident who helped circulate the 


petitions, the village is providing services that are not needed. "We 
get our police protection from Barrington," said Roberta Schmitt. 
"The county was doing an adequate job. We didn't need our roads 
rebuilt. We don't need mosquito abatement because we can't do it 
well; we're right next to a forest preserve." 


CHARLES BROWN, the village president, said he thinks the ref- 


erendum will fail. "Those who filed the petitions to dissolve live on 
roads in the perimeter of the village," he said. "Those are major 
roads; they do not have the same kinds of problems as residents in 
the inner village. 


"These inner-village residents want police protection, good roads. 


They want services," he added. 


A real estate tax levied last year was eliminated for the forth- 


coming year because the village has recovered its financial posi- 
tion, Brown said. A 2 per cent utility tax, which was reduced from 5 
per cent, is still in effect, he added. 


Mrs. Schmitt noted, "We've lived here 20 years. The area in- 


corporated in 1957, and we were in favor of it." At that time, a 
developer was planning to build homes on quarter-acre lots across 
Lake-Cook Road. "The individuals in the area were able to stop 
him," she said. 


"BUT THAT WAS the only reason," she continued. "There was 


an understanding at the time that eventually it would revert to 
unincorporated as soon as the county was able to handle the zoning. 
Now they're (the county) gung ho on conservation." 


Brown maintains there was no such understanding. "I didn't live 


here then, but I do know a number of the pioneers, and from the 
knowledge that I have in 13 years here, 11 years in office, no such 
understanding has ever surfaced," he said.

program makes no concessions to a 
lack of facilities. The students partici- 
pate in some 14 sports, dance, and ex- 
ercise programs, Barrettsmith said. 
"Everything is organized towards fit- 
ness and endurance," he said. 


Besides garnering state awards, St. 


Zachary placed 19th in the nation on 
the Presidential fitness tests. This 
year, the students are shooting for 
10th place under the direction of 
Charlie Hyman, girls' physical educa- 
tion teacher. 


But of course, St. Zachary students 


wont be happy until they're number 
one in the nation. After all, they try 
harder.

Schaumburg 
urges linkup 
to Biesterfield 


Schaumburg trustees have reaf- 


firmed their intention to link Wise 
Road with Biesterfield Road in Elk 
Grove Village, saying it would provide 
direct access to a hospital and a 
planned interchange for HI. Rte. S3. 


The Schaumburg Village Board 


Tuesday passed a resolution saying 
the roads should be extended to meet 
in Schaumburg Township. The action 
came after the board learned Elk 
Grove Village officials planned to ex- 
tend Biesterfield Road only to Mea- 
cham Road. 


Schaumburg Village Pres, Ray- 


mond Kessell said the road connection 
would not only provide a quicker 
route to Alexian Brothers Medical 
Center on Biesterfield in Elk Grove 
Village, but would relieve traffic from 
Hlgglns Road because once the inter- 
change is built, commuters could exit 
at Biesterfield instead of at the Hig- 
gins interchange. 


THEE RESOLUTION will be sent to 


Elk Grove Village and the County 
Highway Dept. Kessell noted there 
were no actual plans for the road 
hookup, but added it had been dis- 
cussed informally. 


Kessell expressed optimism that the 


link would be made. Trustee Al Lar- 
son said if Elk Grove Village's reason 
for stopping the road at Meacham 
was because they did not want a ma- 
jor thoroughfare there, then officials 
in the neighboring village were being 
"narrow-minded" and "short-sight- 
ed."

Holidays are no time to give up the fight against fat

Thanksgiving is past and the first 


skirmish in the holiday Battle of the 
Bulge is over. Two more rounds, 
Christmas and New Year's remain to 
be fought. 


The enemy silently awaits, brilliant 


and plentiful. And the sweet smell of 
defeat, not victory, is almost too 
much to bear. It's food. 


For the 1,000 Chicago area mem- 


bers of Overeaters Anonymous (OA) 
the holiday season is not so jolly, par- 
ticularly when it comes to resisting 
the temptations of the dinner table. 


FOR THOSE WHO duel daily with 


the scales, every pound counts, and 
Thanksgiving, Christmas and New 
Year's are not good enough excuses to 
indulge. Holidays are just like any 
other days. 


"This is the most difficult time of 


the year for us," said Carol Wendt, 
Arlington Heights, president of Over- 
eaters Anonymous. "We can't deviate 
from our diets, even though it's a holi- 
day." 


Those who are serious about losing 


10, 50 or 100 pounds of unwanted fat 
must lead a Spartan existence. Small 


portions are the order of the day all 
year long. 


No rolls, no butter, no candy, no 


sweet potatoes, no Christmas cookies 
— nothing rich and fatty are per- 
mitted. Overeaters are just like alco- 
holics, Ms. Wendt said. Once you give 
in — even though it's Christmas — the 
battle may be lost for months after- 
ward. 


"THESE ARE THE things which 


your system craves," she said. "It's 
easy to rationalize and eat some of 
these foods, but once you start again 
it's hard to stop." 


Members of the organization keep 


phone lists of other problem eaters to 
give each other mutual support dur- 
ring the holiday seige. Sometimes a 
phone call and a little confidence 
building will stem the tide of tempta- 
tion. 


"We tell our people to take it one 


day at a time," Ms. Wendt said. 
"Sometimes you just have to take it 
an hour or five minutes at a time to 
make it through." 


OA does not recommend a particu- 


lar diet for its members, nor does it 
enforce dieting. However, it does sug- 
gest what should be avoided. One of 


those things is alcohol, and that 
makes New Year's most difficult. 


OA HAS CHICAGO chapters which 


range in size from 10 to 40 members 
each. Ms. Wendt began the program 
about three years ago after learning- 
about the organization's success in 
other cities. Chapters meet regularly 
in Des Plaines, Arlington Heights, 
Mount Prospect, Glenview, Highland 
Park, Oak Park, Zion, McHenry and 
other communities. 


The OA procedure is modeled after 


Alcoholics Anonymous. The only real 
difference is that food is the problem. 


"We all have hang ups," Ms. Wendt 


said. "Mine is starchy foods. Others 
have problems with candy." 


The first step on the road to losing 


weight is to admit you're a com- 
pulsive overeater, said Ms. Wendt. 
Once that confession is made, the 
fight becomes easier. 


"We also believe in a serenity pray- 


er," she said. "It's not religious, just 
the realization that you can't do it all 
by yourself." 


MS. WENDT is a believer in the 


system. She's lost about 40 pounds. 


"I've still got another 60 to take 


off,"she said. 


She said the common belief that a 


fat person is jolly and happy is false. 
Overeating is spawned of unhappi- 
ness. It's an escape. 


But if she and others can resist 


temptation, next year's holiday sea- 
son may be much happier.

-Ann Scollay, a member .of the Pala- 
tine League of Women Voters who 
spearheaded a campaign to abolish 
township government, has asked to be 
appointed a Palatine Township audi- 
tor. 


"My chances of being appointed are 


about 99 to nothing," she said. But I 
would have no chance if I didn't ap- 
ply" for the upcoming vacancy on the 
board, she said. 


"As interested as I have been in 


township government and the ex- 
pertise I have from being an observer 
for three years (for. the League of 
Women Voters) it would have been 
negligent not to apply" she said. . 


IN A LETTER submitted last week 


to township Supervisor Howard Olsen, 
Mrs. Scollay said she was sincere in 
seeking the auditor post and would be 
pleased to detail her qualifications to 
the board. 


She has had no response to her let-, 


ter from township officials. The town- 
ship board this week, following a 
short executive session, decided to de- 
by the appointment of an auditor to 
fill the vacancy created by the resig- 
nation of Gary Price, Hoffman Es- 
tates, until its first meeting in 
January. 


Ann 
Scollay 


Olsen said there are about six appli- 


cants for the position but declined to 
release the names of the candidates. 


For a three-year period from April 


1970to 1973 Mrs. Scollay missed only 
one township meeting. In April of 
1-973, Mrs. Scollay's husband, Jack, 
was unsuccessful in a bid to unseat 
Olsen as township supervisor. He ran 
as a Democrat and advocated holding 
a referendum to let voters determine 
if township government should be 
abolished. 


MRS. SCOLLAY, who also is an ac- 


tive'Democrat, thinks this is just one 
of many things she has going against 
her in her attempt to be appointed to 


the all-Republican board. She is the 
former Democratic committeewoman 
and is currently a precinct captain in 
the Palatine Township Democratic 
Organization. 


Some of the other factors Mrs. Scol- 


lay feels are against her appointment 
are .the facts she is a woman, a mem- 
ber of the League of Women Voters 
and an advocate of abolishing or at 
least reforming township government. 
Olsen also has indicated he would not 
be a top consideration. Mrs. Scollay 
lives at 669 Carpenter Dr., Palatine. 


It will be interesting to see if the 


appointment "is a matter of qualities 
and expertise or whether it is a politi- 
cal-type appointment. I realize they 
were all elected on the Republican 
ticket but when it comes time to ap- 
pointing someone it will be interesting 
to see if it is a political supporter or 
someone who is really interested," 
Mrs. Scollay said. She added that she 
will be curious to see on what basis 
she is turned down — her League ac- 
tivity, stand on abolishing township 
government, activity in the Democrat- 
ic party or all of them. 


"There is just no chance they are 


going to appoint me because they 


"would not want me to have a public 
forum," she said. ' 


BUT, IF Mrs. Scollay is appointed 


to serve the remaining 1% years of 
Price's term, she thinks she could 
present a. valuable minority point of 
view. 


She is concerned about the legality 


of some of the township's activities, 
the recent jump in township taxes and 
the need to modernize township gov- 
ernment. 


In 1973 the township tax levy was 


$521,400 and in 1975 it was $1,063,840, 
she said, adding that administrative 
costs have become excessive and pro- 
grams the township supports need to 
be reviewed. 


"I feel some of these men on the 


township board do not have the time 
to look out for the interests of all," 
she said. Mrs. Scollay," who lists her 
occupation as housewife, feels she will 
have ample time to devote to town- 
ship business if appointed.

You may have seen their pop- 


ulation signs on highways that • 
appear to lead nowhere. "Tower 
Lakes, population 950;" "Indian 
Creek, population 270;" "Deer 
Park, population 500." The list 
continues: 
Hawthorn 
Woods, 


North Harrington, Mettawa. 


While these towns are small, 


they are nonetheless alive and 
growing. Their residents are loy- 
al to the concepts of "open, 
country-like atmosphere" and 
"slow, controlled growth.'" 


A few of the towns are facing 


special problems. North Barring- 
ton, foreseeing a money short- 
age, has scheduled a tax in- 
crease referendum. Deer Park, 
some of whose residents are un- 
happy with the village, is having 
a referendum on dissolution. 


The Herald examines some of 


the area's small villages and 
their reasons for existence. 


Police services, 
inflation 
prompt tax vote 


Inflation was a major factor in the 


establishment of a Dec. 6 referendum 
to raise village taxes in North Har- 
rington, said its president, Nelson 
Forrest. 


"We foresee fiscal problems in 1977 


and 1978 because of inflation and par- 
ticularly because of petroleum-based 
roads and labor," Forrest said. 
"There will also be an expansion of 
the need for improvement of police 
services. These are two items that 
have us concerned." 


The proposed tax increase, he 


added, will adequately fund North 
Harrington's police service contract 
with Harrington and add approxi- 
mately $30,000 a year for additional 
road maintenance, 


FORREST SAID he believes other 


small villages will also have to keep a 
wary eye on their future finances. "1 
don't see how other villages can ayoid 
this, especially if they have roads like 
we do." he said. "We have a different 
degree of financial pressure." 
' 


He added that the referendum "is to 


retain our budget adequately and also 
to have moderate savings. We won't 
go broke." 


"There's no doubt that inflation has 


hit villages just as hard as anyone 
else," said Don Klein, executive direc- 
tor of BACOG (Harrington Area Coun- 
cil of Governments). "Expectations 
are on the part of the people; they 
want services, and the costs are going 
up. Villages that are residential in 
character find it very difficult unless 
they share the burden. It's difficult to 
generate services." 


'Phantom towns' protect 
country-like atmosphere 


Loos lost once, 
now village does 


Kenneth Loos lost a car to the Vil- 


lage of Hoffman Estates last spring 
but the village will lose $50 to Loos 
now. Cook County Circuit Court Asso- 
ciate Judge Francis GlowacW says 
that's fair. 


The judge Friday ruled in favor of 


the village in a lawsuit which Loos 
had filed challenging the village for 
crushing his illegally parked vehicle. 


Village Mgr. George Longmeyer 


said Loos' 1965 Mustang was towed 
for being illegally parked after an 
April 2 snowfall. He said Loos was no- 
tified by the village, in compliance 
with state law, that the car would be 
crushed if it was not claimed. 


Longmeyer said the judge ques- 


tioned the fairness of the law and 
made his ruling in favor of the village 
contingent upon the village reimburs- 
ing Loos for a $15 towing fine and $35 
impoundment fees. 


"We won the war and lost the 


battle," Longmeyer said.

State statute calls them municipal- 


ities or villages. 


Critics call them "paper villages" 


or "phantom towns." 


Residents call them home. 
THEY ARE the small villages in 


Lake County. All have village boards, 
though few have village halls. Some 
offer police protection, though all rely 
on county sheriff's police for backup. 
Most offer something in the way of 
village services, even if it's only road 
maintenance. 


The populations vary; one of the 


smallest is Indian Creek near Munde- 
lein with 270 residents counted in the 
last census, Hawthorn Woods, near 
Lake Zurich, with between 1,100 and 
1,200 residents, and North Barrington 
at 1,435 can be considered two of the 
largest. 


What brought these miniscule mu- 


nicipalities into existence, and what 
keeps them there? Almost without ex- 
ception, the villages incorporated for 
the same reason—to avoid large-scale 
development in their area. 


"One of the factors was avoiding 


development," said James Getz, vil- 
lage president of Mettawa (near Lib- 
ertyville). "We wanted to be able to 
control our own future. We are 80 per 
cent five-acre estates, 15 per cent two- 
acre and the rest one-acre. We don't 
have any expansion project other than 
internal annexations." Mettawa's 1970 
population was 285. 


A Mettawa resident, John Hosier, 


said he likes the wide-open atmos- 
phere of the village. "Our primary 
concern is the country-like atmos- 
phere," he said. "I never want to see 
industry here. I'd like it to stay ex- 
actly as it is now. There's too much 
wildlife around here." 


SOME VILLAGES incorporated as 


a direct result of opposition to a de- 
velopment. Under Illinois statute,- an 
unincorporated area cannot control its 
destiny, but a municipality can object 
to any proposed development within 
1M; miles of its boundaries. 


"Like in many small communities, 


a developer had envisioned a city of 
small lots and high density," said 
H a w t h o r n Wood Pres. Robert 
Luedtke, whose village incorporated 
in 1958. "The people in Kildeer, Long 
Grove and Hawthorn Woods had an 
enjoyable atmosphere, and they did 
not want a development. 


"We formed an association to fight 
Almost the same situation to fight 


the development." 
itated the birth of the Village of Deer 
Park near Barrington. "The home- 
owners banded together for the pur- 
pose of opposing a subdivision that 
was going to be on the south side of 
Lake-Cook Road," said that village's 
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Two claim 33rd incorporation 


During the late 1950s, there was a 


rush by small, potential municipal- 
ities to incorporate. Part of the rea- 
son was a change in state, statute 
which, after 1959, required several 
hundred residents for incorporation 
rather than the previous 100. 


In that rush, Indian Creek and Ver- 


non Hills, both in Lake County, voted 
for incorporation on the same day •>- 
July 15, 1958. The vote touched off a 
three-year legal battle. 


Indian Creek residents filed a peti- 


tion for incorporation in reaction to a 
similar petition filed by their neigh- 
bor, Vernon Hills, which was being 
built by L &H Builders. Incorporation 
was the only way area residents could 
oppose development in Vernon Hills. 


BOTH TOWNS approved their in- 


corporations, and their boundary lines 
abutted on one side. That was an 
apparent violation of state statute 
which requires no municipality can be 
incorporated within a certain distance 
of another — in 1958, a one-mile sepa- 
ration was needed — without the 
existing municipality's consent. 


Vernon Hills challenged Indian 


Creek's incorporation, but the circuit 
and appellate courts upheld the vote. 


When the Illinois Supreme Court re- 


fused to review the appellate court de- 
cision, Indian Creek was allowed to 
remain as a village. 


In the meantime, while Vernon 


Hills and Indian Creek were in court, 
the incorporation rush continued.'Lin- 
colnshire became Lake County's 20th 
municipality; Deer Park the 29th; 
Park City, 30; Hawthorn Woods, 31, 
and Kildeer, 32. 


Vernon Hills and Indian Creek each 


claimed to be No. 33. 


Under today's Illinois laws, it's like- 


ly none of these villages would meet 
incorporation requirements. 
Today, 


an area of contiguous land not ex- 
ceeding four square miles and con- 
taining 2,500 or more residents would 
be able to incorporate. When -most of 
today's villages incorporated in the 
1950s, the requirements were two 
square miles of land and only 100 resi- 
dents. 
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president, Charles Brown. "The resi- 
dents did take action to quickly in- 
corporate so they could'oppose the de- 
velopment across the street because 
of the 1%-mile influence." 


North Barrington, said its president, 


Nelson Forest, incorporated "to bring 
land use and invironmental controls 
closer' to home than the county be- 
cause of local preferences and stan- 
dards. Out density is a minimum of 
40,000 square feet to a maximum of 
five acres. 


"At the time of our incorporation, 


county zoning was 12,000 square feet. 
Density has been reduced." 
more to come- 


MOST RESIDENTS OF the areas 


say they are pleased with how their 
governments work. 


"I love it," said Barbara Fairchild 


of Tower Lakes, a village with about 
1,000 residents just south of Wau- 
conda. "The town is actually split into 
two groups: the homeowners associ- 
ation and the government. I think of 


the association as a club; it takes 
care of the lake, lifeguards; the fun, 
social things. Then there's the town 
" council. I feel it definitely works." 


She said she would like to see Tow- 


er Lakes retain its countryside atmos- 
phere. 


Stevie Atkinson, an active Hawthorn 


Woods resident, said of her town, "I 
personally would love to see it remain 
residential." She added, however, that 
taxes would be too high if only resi- 
dential development were permitted. , 


"In order to grow, we're obviously 


going to have a larger tax base. Be- 
cause of that, I do want to see light 
industry and condominiums in the 
form our present master plan has set 
up," she said. 


Luedtke noted that the master plan 


has been in the works for over a year. 
"It's in its final stages; we're making 
allowances to help us expand the tax 
base with light industrial and multi- 
family." He added that the village 
will not actively seek annexation.

Schaumburg 
urges linkup 
to Biesterfield 


Schaumburg trustees have reaf- 


firmed their intention to link Wise 
Road with Biesterfield Road in Elk 
Grove Village, saying it would provide 
direct access to a hospital and a 
planned Interchange for III. Rte. S3 


The Schaumburg Village Board 


Tuesday passed a resolution saying 
the roads should be extended to meet 
in Schaumburg Township. The action 
came after the board learned Elk 
Grove Village officials, planned to ex- 
tend Blesterfteld Road only to Mca- 
cham Road. 


Schaumburg Village Pres. Ray- 


mond Kessell said the road connection 
would not only provide a quicker 
route to Alexian Brothers Medical 
Center on Biesterfield in Elk Grove 
Village, but would relieve traffic from 
Higglns Road because once the inter- 
change is built, commuters could exit 
at Biesterfield instead of at the Hig- 
gins interchange. 


THEE RESOLUTION will be sent to 


Elk Grove Village and the County 
Highway Dept Kessell noted there 
were no actual plans for the road 
hookup, but added it had been dis- 
cussed informally. 


Kessell expressed optimism that the 


link would be made. Trustee Al Lar-

Police agree they need help 
Public holds key to vandal curb 


Editor's note: Police generally are 


thought to deal .with problems only at 
the final arrest level, but programs, 
aimed at crime prevention are an in- 
tegral part of law enforcement work. 
Hoffman Estates and Schaumburg po- 
lice are part of the "Be Awarc-Be 
Thankful" community antivandalism 
program and their roles are detailed 
in today's fourth segment of The Her- 
ald's series.

Fourth in a series 


Police can talk continually about 


the problems of vandalism, taut talk 
won't do any good unless the public 
lends a hand to notify authorities 
when vandals strike 


So Schaumburg and Hoffman Es- 


tates police^ (^re sponsoring programs 
to keep damage totals down. During 
the first six months of this year, van- 
dals caused about $24,000 worth of 
damage in Hoffman Estates. 


There were 278 incidents of van- 


dalism in the first six months, which 
just about kept pace with last year's 
all-time high total of 573. 


FOR THE FIRST nine months of 


the year in Schaumburg, there were 
602 vandalism incidents compared 
with 775 for 1974. Police Chief Martin 
Conroy noted this year's vandalism 
might total about the same amount as 
last year's record high. 


What can the police do to prevent 


criminal damage? Conroy pointed out 


there is more to prevention than regu- 
lar patrol. 


Conroy has instituted a special task 


force to zero in on areas plagued with 
burglaries, 
vandalism and 
other 


crimes. 


Also a new program, service obser- 


vation forms, has been started. More 


' than 500 forms have been handed out 


by patrolmen to homes, businesses 
and factories,'explaining what physi- 
cal conditions of the buildings might 
aid criminals. 


THE LARGEST number of forms 


are handed out for dark exteriors that 
might cover burglar or vandal activi- 
ty. About a fifth of the total was for 
that category 


Conroy said a commercial firm al- 


ready has thanked the department 
and added to its nighttime lighting. 


Talks and'the Officer Friendly pro- 


gram for grade school students get 
the message against crime across on 
a personal basis. 


"Most of it is getting people in- 


volved," Conroy said. "Then they 
may be able to reduce criminal dam- 
age to property " 


He added a new type of vandalism 


frequently has occurred recently. 
"Many times in home burglaries, if 
they don't find what they want, they 
end up busting up the house.'' 


CONROY SAID the newly instituted 


park ranger patrol has helped curb

Thanksgiving is past and the first 


skirmish in the holiday Battle of the 
Bulge is over. Two more rounds, 
Christmas and New Year's remain to 
be fought. 


The enemy silently awaits, brilliant 


and plentiful. And the sweet smell ot 
defeat, not victory, is almost too 
much to bear. It's food 


For the 1,000 Chicago area mem- 


bers of Overeaters Anonymous (OA) 
the holiday season is not so jolly, par- 
ticularly when it comes to resisting 
the temptations of the dinner table. 


FOR THOSE WHO duel daily with 


the scales, every pound counts, and 
Thanksgiving, Christmas and New 
Year's are not good enough excuses to 
indulge. Holidays are just like any 
other days. 


"This is the most difficult time of 


the year for us," said Carol Wendt, 
Arlington Heights, president of Over- 
eaters Anonymous. "We can't deviate 
from our diets, even though it's a holi- 
day." 


Those who are serious about losing 


10, 90 or 100 pounds of unwanted fat 
must lead a Spartan existence. Small 


portions are the order of the day all 
year long. 


No rolls, no butter, no candy, no 


sweet potatoes, no Christmas cookies 
— nothing rich and fatty are per- 
mitted. Overeaters are just like alco- 
holics, Ms Wendt said. Once you give 
in — even though it's Christmas — the 
battle may be lost for months after- 
ward. 


"THESE ARE THE things which 


your system craves," she said. "It's 
easy to rationalize and eat some of 
these foods, but once you start again 
it's hard to stop " 


Members of the organization keep 


phone lists of other problem eaters to 
give each other mutual support dur- 
rmg the holiday seige Sometimes a 
phone call and a little confidence 
building will stem the tide of tempta- 
tion, 


"We tell our people to -take it one 


day at a time," Ms. Wendt said. 
"Sometimes you just have to take it 
an hour or five minutes at a time to 
make it through." 


OA does not recommend a particu- 


lar diet for its members, nor does it 
enforce dieting. However, it does sug- 
gest what should be avoided. One of 


those things is alcohol, and that 
makes New Year's most difficult 


OA HAS CHICAGO chapters which 


range in size from 10 to 40 members 
each. Ms Wendt began the program 
about three years ago after learning 
about the organization's success in 
other cities Chapters meet regularly 
in Des Plaines, Arlington Heights, 
Mount Prospect, Glenview, Highland 
Park, Oak Park, Zion, McHenry and 
other communities. 


The OA procedure is modeled after 


Alcoholics Anonymous. The only real 
difference is that food is the problem 


"We all have hang ups," Ms Wendt 


said. "Mine is starchy foods. Others 
have problems with candy " 


The first step on the road to losing 


weight is to admit you're a com- 
pulsive overeater, said Ms. Wendt 
Once that confession is made, the 
fight becomes easier. 


"We also believe in a serenity pray- 


er," she said. "It's not religious, just 
the realization that you can't do it all 
by yourself." 


MS. WENDT is a believer in the 


system. She's lost about 40 pounds. 


"I've still got another 60 to take 


off," she said. 


She said the common belief that a 


fat person is jolly and happy is false. 
Overeating is spawned of unhappi- 
ness It's an escape 


But if she and others can resist 


temptation, next year's holiday sea- 
son may be much happier.

Mow long does it take to make signs 


for 2B square miles of streets? 


"Forever. You never really finish 


the job," says J.C. Smith, Schaum- 
burg's director of public works. In 
fact, Smith says a day never goes by 
that his "official sign maker," Jim 
Copland, doesn't "cook up" at least a 
few signs in addition to his other pub- 
lic works tasks. 


For the past several years Smith's 


workers have made all street signs 
and other markers used on village 
streets, except reflector-type stop 
signs and other special caution or 
regulatory markers. Those special 
sips are purchased by the village 
from a state prison. 


SMITH ESTIMATES the village 


saves at least 30 cents on each vil- 
lage-manufactured sign. 


He says a small 18-inch marker can 


be produced for less than $2 while a 
larger, perhaps 30-by-30 inch sign 
costs about $9.75 to stamp. "The large 
signs couldn't be bought for any less 
than $12," Smith said. 


A sign processing machine, bought 


two years ago for about $2,700, has 
more than paid for itself, Smith says. 


But, he adds the machine is a real 


"whopper," which takes knowledge 
and skill to operate. The machine con- 
tains 24 large 3,000 watt bulbs which 
actually bake the sign to 
"per- 


fection." 


SMITH SAID blanks are purchased 


in large guantity and imprinting is 
done by Copland before he inserts the 
sign in the "cooker."

"Otherwise, most of Jim's sign 


making time is devoted to repair and 
replacement, 
which recently 
in- 


creased since the amount of van- 
dalism is growing," Smith said. 


He said he has discussed the van- 


dalism problem "extensively" with 
Police Chief Martin J. Conroy noting 
patrol cars are always "on the look- 
out" for damaged, broken or mission 
signs. 


SMITH SAID it is almost impossible 


to estimate the number of signs his 
department makes each year because 
of community growth and the rising 
incidents of vandalism. 


Smith told of a neighboring commu- 


nity in which officials placed all the 
damaged street signs collected in one 
month in front of its village hall. 
"The people were incensed at the tre- 
mendous waste. And rightfully so, af- 
ter all it was then* tax money that had 
to be spent replacing those' signs," 
Smith said. 


Smith pointed out that with no mu- 


nicipal tax levy in Schaumburg, it 
isn't a financial burden to residents, 
but. "it does take a good amount of 
public money that could be used for 
something else that's needed."

Holidays are no time to give up the fight against fat

Thanksgiving is past and the first 


skirmish in the holiday Battle of the 
Bulge is over. Two more rounds, 
Christmas and New Year's remain to 
be fought, 


The enemy silently awaits, brilliant 


and plentiful. And the sweet smell of 
defeat, not victory, is almost too 
much to bear. It's food. 


For the 1,000 Chicago area mem- 


bers of Overeaters Anonymous (OA) 
the holiday season is not so jolly, par- 
ticularly when it conies to resisting 
the temptations of the dinner table. 


FOR THOSE WHO duel daily with 


the scales, every pound counts, and 
Thanksgiving, Christmas and New 
Year's are not good enough' excuses to 
indulge. Holidays are just like any 
other days, 


"This is the most difficult time of 


the year for us," said Carol Wendt, 
Arlington Heights, president of Over- 
eaters Anonymous. "We can't deviate 
from our diets, even though it's a holi- 
day." 
Those who are serious about losing 


10, 50 or 100 pounds of unwanted fat 
must lead a Spartan existence. Small 


portions are the order of the day all 
year long. 


No rolls, no butter, no candy, no 


sweet potatoes, no Christmas cookies 
— nothing rich and fatty are per- 
mitted. Overeaters are just like alco- 
holics, Ms. Wendt said. Once you give 
in — even though it's Christmas — the 
battle may be lost for months after- 
ward. 


"THESE ARE THE things which 


your system craves," she said. "It's 
easy to rationalize and eat some of 
these foods, but once you start again 
it's hard to stop." 


Members of the organization keep 


phone lists of other problem eaters to 
give each other mutual support dur- 
ring the holiday seige. Sometimes a 
phone call and a little confidence 
building will stem the tide of tempta- 
tion. 


"We tell our people to take it one 


day at a time," Ms. Wendt said. 
"Sometimes you just have to take 'it 
an hour or five minutes at a time to 
make it through." 


OA does not recommend a particu- 


lar diet for its members, nor does it 
enforce dieting. However, it does sug- 
gest what should be avoided. One of 


those things is alcohol, and that 
makes New Year's most difficult. 


OA HAS CHICAGO chapters which 


range in size from 10 to 40 members 
each. Ms. Wendt began the program 
about three years ago after learning 
about the organization's success in 
other cities. Chapters meet regularly 
in Des Plaines, Arlington Heights, 
Mount Prospect, Glenview, Highland 
Park, Oak Park, Zion, McHenry and 
other communities. 


The OA procedure is modeled after 


Alcoholics Anonymous. The only real 
difference is that food is the problem. 


"We all have hangups," Ms. Wendt 


said. "Mine is starchy foods. Others 
have problems with candy." 


The first step on the road to losing 


weight is to admit you're a com- 
pulsive overeater, said Ms. Wendt. 
Once that confession is made, the 
fight becomes easier. 


"We also believe in a serenity pray- 


er," she said. "It's not religious, just 
the realization that you can't do it all 
by yourself." 


MS. WENDT is a believer in the 


system. She's lost about 40 pounds. 


"I've still got another 60 to take 


off,"she said. 


She said the common belief that a 


fat person is jolly and happy is false. 
Overeating is spawned of unhappi- 
ness. It's an escape. 


But if she and others can resist 


temptation, next year's holiday sea- 
son may be much happier. 
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Admits her chances slim 
Scollay bids for township post

Ann Scollay, a member of the Pala- 


tine League of Women Voters who 
spearheaded a campaign to abolish 
township government, has asked to be 
appointed a Palatine Township audi- 
tor. 


"My chances of being appointed are 


about 99 to nothing," she said. But I 
would have no chance if I didn't ap- 
ply" for the upcoming vacancy on the 
board, she said. 


"As interested as I have been in 


township government and the ex- 
pertise I have from being an observer 
for three years (for the League of 
Women Voters) it would have been 
negligent not to apply" she said. 


IN A LETTER submitted last week 


to township Supervisor Howard Olsen', 
Mrs. Scollay said she was sincere in 
seeking the auditor post and would be 
pleased to detail her qualifications to 
the board. 


She has had no response to her let- 


ter from township officials. The town- 
ship board this week, following a 
short executive session, decided to de- 
by the appointment of an auditor to 
fill the vacancy created by the resig- 
nation of Gary Price, Hoffman Es- 
tates, until its first meeting in 
January. 


Olsen said there are about six appli- 


cants for the position but declined to 
release the names of the candidates. 


For a three-year period from April 


1970 to 1973 Mrs. Scollay missed only 
one township meeting. In April of 
1973, Mrs. Scollay's husband, Jack, 
was unsuccessful in a bid to unseat 
Olsen as township supervisor. He ran 
as a Democrat and advocated holding 
a referendum to let voters determine 
if township government should be 
abolished. 


MRS. SCOLLAY, who also is an ac- 


tive Democrat, thinks this is just one 
of many things she has going against 
her in her attempt to be appointed to 
the alt-Republican board. She is the 
former Democratic committeewoman 
and is currently a precinct captain in 
the Palatine Township Democratic 
Organization. 


Some of the other factors Mrs. Scol- 


lay feels are against her appointment 


are the facts .she is a woman, a mem- 
ber of the League of Women Voters 
and an advocate of abolishing or at 
least reforming township government. 
Olsen also has indicated he would not 
be a top consideration. Mrs. Scollay 
lives at 669 Carpenter Dr., Palatine. 


It will be interesting to see if the 


appointment "is a matter of qualities 
and expertise or whether it is a politi- 
cal-type appointment. I realize they 
were all elected on the Republican 
ticket but when it comes time to ap- 
pointing someone it will be interesting 
to see if it is a political supporter or 
someone who is really,, interested," 
Mrs. Scollay said. She added that she 
will be curious to see on what basis 
she is turned down — her League ac- 
tivity, stand on abolishing township 
government, activity in the Democrat- 
ic party or all of them., f 


"there is just no chance they are 


going to appoint me .because they 
"would not want me to have a public 
forum,'' she said. 


BUT, IF Mrs. Scollay is appointed 


to serve the remaining 1% years of 
Price's term, she thinks she could 
present a valuable minority point of 
view. 


She is concerned about the legality

veto, but instead proposed a new ordi- 
nance allowing mechanical amuse- 
ment devices provided no eating or 
drinking is allowed in the games facil- 
ity.

other departments, particularly the 
fire department, have not been ex- 
empted from the freeze. 


Hiring of five new firefighters au- 


thorized In the budget for the past two 
years has been held up because of the 
freeze. 


"WE'VE HAD a freeze in the fire 


department that has never been lifted, 
and we have definite needs there," 
Wuereh said. He added he objected to 
the freeze being lifted without council 
knowledge or approval.

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'Phantom towns' protect 
country-like atmosphere 


State statute calls them municipal- 


ities or villages. 


Critics call them "paper villages" 


or "phantom towns." 


Residents call them home. 
THEY ARE the small villages in 


Lake County. All have village boards, 
though few have village halls. Some 
offer police protection, though all rely 
on county sheriff's police for backup. 
Most offer something in the way of 
village services, even if it's only road 
maintenance. 


The populations vary; one of the 


smallest is Indian Creek near Mundc- 
lein with 270 residents counted in the 
last census. Hawthorn Woods, near 
Lake Zurich, with between 1,100 and 
1,200 residents, and North Harrington 
at 1,433 can be considered two of the 
largest. 


What brought these miniscule mu- 


nicipalities into existence, and what 
keeps them there? Almost without ex- 
ception, the villages incorporated for 
the same reason—to avoid large-scale 
development In their area. 


"One of the factors was avoiding 


development," said James Getz, vil- 
lage president of Mettawa (near Lib- 
ertyville). "We wanted to be able to 
control our own future. We are 80 per 
cent five-acre estates, 15 per cent two- 
acre and the rest one-acre. We don't 
have any expansion project other than 
Internal annexations." Mettawa's 1970 
population was 285. 


A Mettawa resident, John Hosier, 


said he likes the wide-open atmos- 
phere of the village. "Our primary 
concern is the country-like atmos- 
phere," he said. "I never want to see 
industry here. I'd like it to stay ex- 
actly as it is now. There's too much 
wildlife around here," 


SOME VILLAGES incorporated as 


a direct result of opposition to a de- 
velopment. Under Illinois statute, an 
unincorporated area cannot control its 
destiny, but a municipality can object 
to any proposed development within 
Us miles of its boundaries. 


"Like in many small communities, 


a developer had envisioned a city of 
small lots and high density," said 
H a w t h o r n Wood Pres. Robert 
Luedtke, whose village incorporated 
In 1958. "The people in Kildeer, Long 
Grove and Hawthorn Woods had an 
enjoyable atmosphere, and they did 
not want a development. 


"We formed an association to fight 
Almost the same situation to fight 


the development." 
itated the birth of the Village of Deer 
Park near Barrington. "The home- 
owners banded together for the pur- 
pose of opposing a subdivision that 
was going to be on the south side of 
Lake-Cook Road," said that village's 
president, Charles Brown. "The resi- 
dents did take action to quickly in- 
corporate so they could oppose the de- 
velopment across the street because 
of the 1 fa-mile influence." 


North Barrington, said its president, 


Nelson Forest, incorporated "to bring 
land use and invironmental controls 
closer to home than the county be- 
cause of local preferences and stan- 
dards. Out density is a minimum of 
40,000 square feet to a maximum of 
five acres. 


"At the time of our incorporation, 


county zoning was 12,000 square feet. 
Density has been reduced." 
more to come- 


MOST RESIDENTS OF the areas 


say they are pleased with how their 
governments work. 


"1 love it," said Barbara Fairchild 


of Tower Lakes, a village with about 
1,000 residents just south of Wau- 
conda. "The town is actually split into 
two groups: the homeowners associ- 
ation and the government. 1 think of 
the association as a club; it takes 
care of the lake, lifeguards; the fun, 
social things. Then there's the town 
council, I feel it definitely works."

Two claim 33rd incorporation 


During the late 1950s, there was a 


rush by small, potential municipal- 
ities to incorporate. Part of the rea- 
son was a change in state statute 
which, after 1959, required several 
hundred residents for incorporation 
rather than the previous 100. 


In that rush, Indian Creek and Ver- 


non Hills, both in Lake County, voted 
for incorporation on the same day — 
July 15, 1958. The vote touched off a 
three-year legal battle. 


Indian Creek residents filed a peti- 


tion for incorporation in reaction to a 
similar petition filed by their neigh- 
bor, Vernon Hills, which was being 
built ty L 4H Builders. Incorporation 
was the only way area residents could 
oppose development in Vernon Hills. 


BOTH TOWNS approved their in- 


corporations, and their boundary lines 
abutted on one side. That was an 
apparent violation of state statute 
which requires no municipality can be 
incorporated within a certain distance 
of another — in 1958, a one-mile sepa- 
ration was needed — without the 
existing municipality's consent. 


Vernon Hills challenged 
Indian 


Creek's incorporation, but the circuit 
and appellate courts upheld the vote. 


When the Illinois Supreme Court re- 


fused to review the appellate court de- 
cision, Indian Creek was allowed to 
remain as a village. 


In the meantime, while Vernon 


Hills and Indian Creek were in court, 
the incorporation rush continued. Lin- 
colnshire became Lake County's 20th 
municipality; Deer Park the 29th; 
Park City, 30; Hawthorn Woods, 31, 
and Kildeer, 32. 


Vernon Hills and Indian Creek each 


claimed to be No. 33. 


Under today's Illinois laws, it's like- 


ly none of these villages would meet 
incorporation requirements. Today, 
an area of contiguous land not ex- 
ceeding four square miles and con- 
taining 2,500 or more residents would 
be able to incorporate. When most of 
today's villages incorporated in the 
1950s, the' requirements were two 
square miles of land and only 100 resi- 
dents. 


She said she would like to see Tow- 


er Lakes retain its countryside atmos- 
phere. 


Stevie Atkinson, an active Hawthorn 


Woods resident, said of her town, "I 
personally would love to see it remain 
residential." She added, however, that 
taxes would be too high if only resi- 
dential development were permitted. 


"In order to grow, we're obviously 


going to have a larger tax base. Be- 
cause of that, I do want to see light 
industry and condominiums in the 
form our present master plan has set 
up," she said. 


Luedtke noted that the master plan 


has been in the works for over a year. 
"It's in its final stages; we're making 
allowances to help us expand the tax 
base with light industrial and multi- 
family." He added that the village 
will not actively seek annexation. 


TAXES AND SERVICES are two 


sore points with persons who consider 
the small villages "paper towns" that 
have no business existing. 


One county board member, Mat- 


thew Miholic of North Chicago, said 
the villages drain county resources. 
"They may have a part-time man, but 
"They know the county sheriff must 
respond to their calls," he said, 
the taxpayers in the county have to 
pay the sheriff's department. 


"The county has no more zoning ju- 


risdiction; the villages control their 
own zoning, tut they don't provide 
services." 


He added, "They have a right to in- 


corporate, but the state legislature 
could change that. If that's what the 
villages want, they should provide all 
the services." 


MIHOLIC INDICATED he believed 


some county budget problems could 
be solved if the small municipalities 
dissolved. Don Klein, Barrington Area 
Council of Governments executive di- 
rector, disagreed. 


"A village that incorporates does so 


for good solid reasons," he said. 
"Those are legitimate reasons. I don't 
think the county's budget problems 
c^n be solved by pointing the finger at 
incorporated areas. It has to be 
solved elsewhere." 


Small villages in the Barrington 


area use BACOG as a resource, Klein 
said. "Cooperation for smaller vil- 
lages is absolutely essential," he said. 
"Small villages can't really rely on an 
old colloquialism to solve the prob- 
lems. Problems have gotten to the 
point where the solutions are of an in- 
tergovernmental nature. 


"Experience of other villages in sol- 


ving a problem is something we 
should all share." 


Police services, inflation 
prompt need for tax vote 


Inflation was a major factor in the 


establishment of a Dec. 6 referendum 
to raise village taxes in North Bar- 
rington, said its president, Nelson 
Forrest, 


"We foresee fiscal problems in 1977 


and 1978 because of Inflation and par- 
ticularly because of petroleum-based 
roads and labor," Forrest said. 
"There will also be an expansion of 
the need for improvement of police 
services. These are two items that 
have us concerned." 


The proposed tax increase, he 


added, will -adequately fund North 
Harrington's police service contract 
with Barrington and add approxi- 
mately $30,000 a year for additional 
road maintenance.

FORREST SATO he believes other 


Village's existence 
at stake in Deer Park 


One Lake County village, Deer Park, is facing the possibility of 


extinction. 


Fifty-seven of the village's 870 residents recently filed a petition 


asking a referendum to dissolve the village government. The refer- 
endum is Thursday. 


According to one Deer Park resident toho helped circulate the 


petitions, the village is providing services that ar* not needed. "We 
get our police protection from Barrington," said Roberta Schmitt 
"The county was doing an adequate job. We didn't need our roads 
rebuiit. We don't need mosquito abatement because we can't do it 
well; we're right next to a forest preserve " 


CHARLES BROWN, the village president, said he thinks the ref- 


erendum will fail. "Those who filed the petitions to dissolve live on 
• roads in the perimeter of the village," he said. "Those are major 
roads; they do not have the same kinds of problems as residents in ' 
the inner village. 


"These inner-village residents want police protection, good roads. 


They want services," he added 
' A real estate tax levied last year was eliminated for the forth- 
coming year because the village has recovered its financial posi- 
tion, Brown said. A 2 per centutility tax, which was reduced from 5 
per cent, is still in effect, he added 


Mrs. Schmitt noted, "We've lived here 20 years. The area in- 


corporated in 1957, and we were in favor of it." At that time, a 
developer was planning to build homes on quarter-acre lots across 
Lake-Cook Road. "The individuals in the area were able to stop 
him," she said. 


"BUT THAT WAS the only reason," she continued. "There was 


an understanding at the time that eventually it would revert to 
unincorporated as soon as the county was able to handle the zoning. 
• Now they're (the county) gung ho on conservation " 


Brown maintains there was no such understanding "I didn't live 


here then, but I do know a number of the pioneers, and from the 
knowledge that I have in 13 years here, 11 years in office, no such 
understanding has ever surfaced," hs said.

You may have seen their pop- 


ulation signs on highways that 
appear to lead nowhere. "Tower 
Lakes, population 950;" "Indian 
Creek, population 270;" "Deer 
Park, population 500." The list 
continues:

North Harrington, Mettawa. 


While these towns are small, 


they are nonetheless alive and 
growing. Their residents are loy- 
al to the concepts of "open, 
country-like atmosphere" and 
"slow, controlled growth." 


A few of the towns are facing 


special problems. North Barring- 
ton, foreseeing a money short- 
age, has scheduled a tax in- 
crease referendum. Deer Park, 
some of whose residents are un- 
happy with the village, is having 
a referendum on dissolution. 


The Herald examines some of 


the area's small villages and 
their reasons for existence. 
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small villages will also have to keep a 
wary eye on their future finances. "I 
don't see how other villages can avoid 
this, especially if they have roads like 
we do," he said. "We have a different 
degree of financial pressure." 


He added that the referendum "is to 


retain our budget adequately and also 
to have moderate savings. We won't 
go broke." 


"There's no doubt that inflation has 


hit villages just as hard as anyone 
else," said Don Klein, executive direc- 
tor of BACOG (Barrington Area Coun- 
cil of Governments). "Expectations 
are on the part of the people; they 
want services, and the costs are going 
up. Villages 'that are residential in 
character find it very difficult unless 
they share toe burden. It's difficult to 
generate services."

Utility seeks 
6% water 
fate increase 


The Ferndafe Heights Utility Co. 


has petitioned the Illinois Commerce 
Commission for nearly 6 per cent in- 
crease in metered water rates, the 
second rate request this year. 


The company is seeking an 8 cents 


per 1,000 'gallon increase in water 
rates. The new rate, if approved, 
would increase the minimum quarter- 
ly water bill from $18.85 to $19.81. No 
(increase is being sought in the sewer 
rate. 


The utility company serves about 


2,700 residents of unincorporated Pal- 
atine Township. _ 


John VanderVries, attorney for the 


utility company, said the-increase is 
needed to offset power cost increases 
which have been generated by Com- 
monwealth Edison Co. 


THE COST of power has doubled in 


the last two years and this is a princi- 
pal item of expense," VanderVries 
said. He said 7.5 cents of the increase 
will be to pay for added power costs 
and % cent would absorb the cost of 
increased chemical prices. 


VanderVries said no date for a 


hearing on the proposal has been set 
but he expects the ICC to schedule the 
matter for sometime in January. 


The company was granted 
per- 


mission in May by the ICC for a 16.4 
per cent increase in water rates, 
which increased the minimum yearly 
water bill for residents by $18.60. The 
new proposed increase would add an 
additional $3.76 to that amount.

The enemy silently awaits, brilliant 


and plentiful. And the sweet smell of 
defeat, not victory, is almost too 
much to bear. It's food. 


For the 1,000 Chicago area mem- 


bers of Overeaters Anonymous (OA) 
the holiday season is not so jolly, par- 
ticularly when it comes to resisting 
the temptations of the dinner table. 


FOR THOSE WHO duel daily with 


the scales, every pound counts, and 
Thanksgiving, Christmas and New 
Year's are not good enough excuses to 
indulge. Holidays are just like any 
other days. 


"This is the most difficult time of 


the year for us," said Carol Wendt, 
Arlington Heights, president of Over- 
eaters Anonymous. "We can't deviate 
from our diets, even though it's a holi- 
day." 


Those who are serious about losing 


10, SO or 100 pounds of unwanted fat 
must lead a Spartan existence. Small 


C 


portions are the order of the day all 
year long. 


No rolls, no butter, no candy, no 


sweet potatoes, no Christmas cookies 
— .nothing rich arid fatty are per- 
mitted. Overeaters are just like alco- 
holics, Ms. Wendt said. Once you give 
in — even though it's Christmas — the 
battle may be lost for months after- 
ward. 


"THESE ARE THE things which 


your system craves," she said. "It's 
easy to rationalize and eat some of 
these foods, but once you start again 
it's hard to stop." 


Members of the organization keep 


phone lists of other problem eaters to 
give each other mutual support dur- 
ring the holiday seige. Sometimes a 
phone call and a little confidence 
building will stem the tide of tempta- 
tion. 


"We tell our people to take it one 


day at a time," Ms. Wendt said. 
"Sometimes you just have to take it 
an hour or five minutes at a time to 
make it through." 


OA does not recommend a particu- 


lar diet for its members, nor'does it 
enforce dieting. However, it does sug- 
gest what should be avoided. One of 


those things is alcohol, and that 
makes New Year's most difficult. 


OA HAS CHICAGO chapters which 


range in size from 10 to 40 members 
each. Ms. Wendt began the program 
about three years ago after learning 
about the organization's success in 
other cities. Chapters meet regularly 
in Des Plaines, Arlington Heights, 
Mount Prospect, Gtenview, Highland 
Park, Oak Park, Zion, McHenry and 
other communities. 


The OA procedure is modeled after 


Alcoholics Anonymous. The only real 
difference is that food is the problem. 


"We all have hang ups," Ms. Wendt 


said. "Mine is starchy foods. Others 
have problems with candy." 


The first step on the road to losing 


weight is to admit you're a com- 
pulsive overeater, said Ms. Wendt. 
Once that confession is made, the 
fight becomes easier. 


"We also believe in a serenity pray- 


er," she said. "It's not religious, just 
the realization that you can't do it all 
by yourself." 


MS. WENDT is a believer in the 


system. She's lost about 40 pounds. 


"I've still got another 60 to take 


off," she said. 


She said the common belief that a 


fat person is jolly and happy is false. 
Overeating is spawned of unhappl- 
ness. It's an escape. 


But if she and others can resist 


temptation, next year's holiday sea- 
son may be much happier.

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'Phantom towns' protect 


V 
country - like atmosphere 


State statute calls them municipal- 


ities or villages. 


Critics call them "paper villages" 


or "phantom towns." 


Residents call them home. 
THEY ARE the small villages in 


Lake County. All have village boards, 
though few have village halls.. Some 
offer police protection, though all rely 
on county sheriffs police for backup. 
Most offer something in the way of 
village services, even if it's only road 
maintenance. 


The populations vary; one of the 


smallest is Indian Creek near Munde- 
leln with 270 residents counted in the 
last census. Hawthorn Woods, near 
Lake Zurich, with between 1,100 and 
1.200 residents, and North Barrington 
at 1,435 can be considered two of the 
largest. 


What brought these miniscule mu- 


nicipalities into existence, and what 
keeps them there? Almost without ex- 
ception, the villages incorporated for 
the same reason—to avoid large-scale 
development in their area. 


"One of the factors was avoiding 


development," said James Getz, vil- 
lage president of Mettawa (near Lib- 
ertyville). "We wanted to be able to 
control our own future. We are 80 per 
cent five-acre estates, 15 per .cent two- 
acre and the rest one-acre. We don't 
have any expansion project other than 
internal annexations." Mettawa's 1970 
population was 283. 


A Mettawa resident, John Hosier, 


said he likes the wide-open atmos- 
phere of the village. "Our primary 
concern is the country-like atmos- 
phere," he said. "I never want to see 
industry here. I'd like it to stay ex- 
actly as it is now. There's too much 
wildlife around here." 


SOME VILLAGES incorporated as 


a direct result of opposition to a de- 
velopment. Under Illinois statute, an 
unincorporated area cannot control its 
destiny, but a municipality can object 
to any proposed development within 
lb miles of its boundaries. 


"Like in many small communities, 


a developer had envisioned a city of 
.small tots and high density," said 
H a w t h o r n Wood Pres. Robert 
Luedtke. whose village incorporated 
in 1958. "The people in Kildeer, Long 
Grove and Hawthorn Woods had an 
enjoyable atmosphere, and they did 
not want a development. 


"We formed an association to fight 
Almost the same situation to fight 


the development." 
Itated the birth of the Village of Deer 
Park near Barrington. "The home- 
owners banded together for the pur- 
pose of opposing °a subdivision that 
was going to be on the south side of 
Lake-Cook Road," said that village's 
president, Charles Brown. "The resi- 
dents did take action to quickly in- 
corporate so they could oppose the de- 
velopment across the street because 
of the IVa-mile influence." 


North Barrington, said its president, 


Nelson Forest, incorporated "to bring 
land use and invironmental controls 
closer to home than the county be- 
cause of loca1 preferences and stan- 
dards. Out density is a minimum-of 
40,000 square feet to a maximum of 
five acres. 


"At the time of our incorporation, 


county zoning was 12,000 square feet. 
Density has been reduced." 
more to eome- 


MOST RESIDENTS OF the areas 


say they are pleased with how their 
governments work. 


"I love it," said Barbara Fairchild 


of Tower Lakes, a village with about 
1,000 residents Just south of Wau- 
conda. "The town is actually split into 
two groups: the homeowners associ- 
ation and the government. I think of 
the association as a club; it takes 
care of the lake, lifeguards; the'fun, 
social things. Then there's the town 
council. I feel it definitely works." 


Two claim 33rd incorporation 


During the late 1950s, there was a 


rush by small, potential municipal- 
ities to incorporate. Part of the rea- 
son was a change in state statute 
which, after 1959, required several 
hundred residents for incorporation 
rather than the previous 100. 


In that rush, Indian Creek and Ver- 


non Hills, both in Lake County, voted 
for incorporation on the same day — 
July 15,1958. The vote touched off a 
three-year legal battle. 


Indian Creek residents filed a peti- 


tion for incorporation in reaction to a 
similar petition filed by their neigh- 
bor, Vernon Hills, which was being 
built by L &H Builders. Incorporation 
was the only way area residents could 
oppose development in Vernon Hills. 


BOTH TOWNS approved their in- 


corporations, and their boundary lines 
abutted on one side. That was an 
apparent violation of state statute 
which requires no municipality can be 
incorporated within a certain distance 
of another — in 1958, a one-mile sepa- 
ration was needed — without the 
existing municipality's consent. 


She said she would like to see Tow- 


er Lakes retain its countryside atmos- 
phere. 


Stevie Atkinson, an active Hawthorn 


Woods resident, said of her town, "I 
personally would love to see it remain 
residential." She added, however, that 
taxes would be too high if only resi- 
dential development were permitted. 


"In order to grow, we're obviously 


going to have a larger tax base. Be- 
cause of that, I do want to see light 
industry and condominiums in the 
form our present master plan has set 
up," she said. 


Luedtke noted that the master plan 


has been in the works for over a year. 
"It's in its final stages; we're making 
allowances to help us expand the tax 
base with light industrial and multi- 
family." He added that the village 
will not actively seek annexation. 


TAXES AND SERVICES are two 


sore points with persons who consider 
the small villages "paper towns" that 
have no business existing. 


One county board member, Mat- 


thew Miholic of North Chicago, said 
the villages drain county resources. 
"They may have a part-time man, but 
"They know the county sheriff must 
respond to their calls," he said, 
the taxpayers in the county have to 
pay the sheriff's department. 


Vernon Hills challenged Indian 


Creek's incorporation, but the circuit 
and appellate courts upheld the vote. 


When the Illinois Supreme Court re- 


fused to review the appellate court de- 
cision, Indian Creek was allowed to 
remain as a village. 


In the meantime, while Vernon 


Hills and Indian Creek were in court, 
the incorporation rush continued. Lin- 
colnshire became Lake County's 20th 
municipality; Deer Park the 29th; 
Park City, 30; Hawthorn Woods, 31, 
and Kildeer, 32. 


Vernon Hills and Indian Creek each 


claimed to be No. 33. 


Under today's Illinois laws, it's like- 


ly none of these villages would meet 
incorporation requirements. Today, 
an area of contiguous land not ex- 
ceeding four square miles and con- 
taining 2,500 or more residents would 
be able to incorporate. When most of 
today's villages incorporated in the 
1950s, the requirements were two 
square miles of land and only 100 resi- 
dents. 


"The county has no more zoning ju- 


risdiction; the villages control their 
own zoning, but they don't provide 
services." 


He added, "They have a right to in- 


corporate, but the state legislature 
could change that. If that's what the 
villages want, they should provide all 
the services." 


MIHOLIC INDICATED he believed 


some county budget problems could 
be solved if the small municipalities 
dissolved. Don Klein, Barrington Area 
Council of Governments executive di- 
rector, disagreed. 


"A village that incorporates does so 


for good solid reasons," he said. 
"Those are legitimate reasons. I don't 
think the county's budget problems 
can be solved by pointing the finger at 
incorporated areas. It has to.be 
solved elsewhere." 


Small villages in the Barrington 


area use BACOG as a resource, Klein 
said. "Cooperation for smaller vil- 
lages is absolutely essential," he said. 
"Small villages can't really rely on an 
old colloquialism to solve the prob- 
lems. Problems have gotten to the 
point where the solutions are of an in- 
tergovernmental nature. 


"Experience of other villages in sol- 


ving a problem is something we 
should all share." 


Police services, inflation 
prompt need for tax vote 


Inflation was a major factor in the 


establishment of a Dec. 6 referendum 
to raise village taxes in North Bar- 
rington, said its president, Nelson 
Forrest. 


"We foresee fiscal problems in 1977 


and 1978 because of Inflation and par- 
ticularly because of petroleum-based 
roads and labor," Forrest said. 
"There will also be an expansion of • 
the need for improvement of police 
services. These ,are two items that 
have us concerned." 


The proposed tax increase, he 


added, will adequately fund North 
Harrington's police service contract 
with Barrington and add approxi- 
mately $30,000 a year for additional 
road maintenance. 


FORREST SAID he believes other 


small villages will also have to keep a 
wary eye on their future finances. "I 
don't see how other villages can avoid 
this, especially if they have roads like 
we do," he said. "We have a different 
degree of financial pressure." 


He added that the referendum "is to 


retain our budget adequately and also 
to have moderate savings. We won't 


"There's no doubt that inflation has 


hit villages just as hard as anyone 
else," said Don Klein, executive direc- 
tor of BACOG (Barrington Area Coun- 
cil of Governments). "Expectations 
are on the part of the people; they 
want services, and the costs are going 
up. Villages that are residential in 
character find it very difficult unless 
they share the burden. It's difficult to 
generate services." 


Village's existence 
at stake in Deer Park 


One Lake County village, Deer Park, is facing the possibility of 


-extinction. 


Fifty-seven of the village's 870 residents recently filed a petition 


asking a referendum to dissolve the village government. The refer- 
endum is Thursday. 


According to one Deer Park resident who helped circulate the 


petitions, the village is providing services that are not needed. "We 
get our police1 protection from Harrington," said Roberta Schmitt. 
"The county was doing an adequate job. We didn't need our roads 
rebuilt We don't need mosquito abatement because we can't do it 
well; we're right next to a forest preserve." 


CHARLES BROWN, the village president, said he thinks the ref- 


erendum will fail. "Those who filed the petitions to dissolve live on 
roads in the perimeter of the village," he said. "Those are major 
roads; they do not have the same kinds of problems as residents in 
the inner village. 


"These inner-village residents want police protection, good roads. 


They want services," he added. 


A real estate tax levied last year was eliminated for the forth- 


coming year because the village has recovered its financial posi- 
tion, Brown said. A 2 per cent utility tax, which was reduced from 5 
per cent, is still in effect, he added. 


Mrs. Schmitt noted, "We've lived here 20 years. The area in- 


corporated in 1957, and we were in favor of it." At that time, a 
developer was planning to build homes on quarter-acre lots across 
Lake-Cook Road. "The individuals in the area were able to stop 
him," she said. 


"BUT THAT WAS the, only reason," she continued. "There was 


an understanding at the time that eventually it would revert to 
unincorporated as soon as the county was able to handle the zoning. 
Now they're (the county) gung ho on conservation." 


Brown maintains there was no such understanding. "I didn't live 


here then, but I do know a number of the pioneers, and from the 
knowledge that I have in 13 years here, 11 years in office, no such 
understanding has ever surfaced," as said.

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Police calls up; 
chief asks for 
seven more men

An estimated seven additional po- 


licemen are needed in the Mount 
Prospect Police Dept. to keep up with 
the steadily increasing number of 
calls for service, Chief Ralph J. Do- 
ney said. 


"It's been two years since we've 


had any increase in personnel in the 
police department," Doney said, not- 
ing the number of calls has been ris- 
ing since February. 


Doney said he plans to request the 


increased manpower in the upcoming 
1276-77 budget. He said he also will 
ask for new squad cars, estimated to 
cost some $55,000. 


"WE'RE WITNESSING an upswing 


In the calls for service." Doney said. 
"It's not only noticeable to Mount 
Prospect. It's noticeable to all com- 
munities." 


Last year, for example, Doney 'said 


the department received a total of 
17,002 calls, He said he expects to well 


exceed that figure this year because 
16,600 calls have already been logged. 


Comparing monthly figures, Doney 


said the major increase has been in 
calls for noncriminal complaints and 
service, including fire details, alarms, 
health hazards and other such com- 
plaints. He said in October 200 more 
calls were received this year than last 
year. 


"1 don't think we need them just to 


say we have 'X' number of police offi- 
cers," Doney said. "I feel we need 
them." 


DONEY SAID IF he does not get 


more officers, residents will.have to 
wait IS minutes and longer for police 
to respond to a call. 


This spring Doney said police ser- 


vices might have to be cut because of 
limited manpower. He said those ser- 
vices affected would include response 
to accidents on private property, 
some animal complaint calls and pos-

ticularly when it comes to resisting 
the temptations of the dinner table. 


FOR THOSE WHO duel daily with 


the scales, every pound counts, and 
Thanksgiving, Christmas and New 
Year's are not good enough excuses to 
indulge. Holidays are just like any 
other days. 
N- 


"This is the most difficult time of 


the year for us," said Carol Wendt, 
Arlington Heights, president of Over- 
eaters Anonymous. "We can't deviate 
from our diets, even though it's a holi- 
day," 


Those who are serious about losing 


10, 50 or 100 pounds of unwanted fat 
must lead a Spartan existence. Small 


portions are the order of the day all 
yearlong. 


No rolls, no butter, no candy, no 


sweet potatoes, no Christmas cookies 
— nothing rich and fatty are per- 
mitted. Overeaters are just like alco- 
holics, Ms, Wendt said. Once.you give 
in — even though it's Christmas — the 
battle may be lost for months after- 
ward. 


"THESE ARE THE'things which, 


your system craves," she said. "It's 
easy to rationalize and eat some of 
these foods, but once you start again 
it's hard to stop." 


Members of the organization keep 


phone lists of other problem eaters to 
give each other mutual support dur- 
ring the holiday seige. Sometimes a 
phone call"and a little confidence 
building will stem the tide of tempta- 
tion. 
... • 


"We tell our people to take if one 


day at a time," Ms. Wendt said. 
"Sometimes you just have to take it 
an hour OF five minutes at a time to 
make it through." 


OA does not recommend a particu- 


lar diet for its members, nor does it . 
enforce dieting. However, it does sug- 
gest, what should be avoided. One of 


those things is alcohol, and that 
makes New Year's most difficult. 


OA HAS CHICAGO chapters which 


range in size from 10 to 40 members 
each. Ms. Wendt began the program 
about three years ago after learning 
about the organization's success in 
other cities. Chapters meet regularly 
in Des Plaines, Arlington Heights, 
Mount Prospect, Glenview, Highland 
Park, Oak Park, Zion, McHenry and 
other communities. 


The OA procedure is modeled after 


Alcoholics Anonymous. The only real 
difference is that food is the problem. 


"We all'have hang ups," Ms. Wendt 


said. "Mine is starchy foods. Others 
have problems with candy." 


The first step on the road to losing 


weight is to admit you're a com- 
pulsive overeater, said Ms. Wendt. 
Once that confession is made, the 
fight becomes easier. 


"We also believe in a serenity pray- 


er," she said. "It's not religious; just 
the realization that you can't do it all 
by yourself." 


MS. WENDT is a believer in the 


system. She's lost about 40 pounds. 


"I've still got another 60 to take 


off," she said. 


She said the common belief that a 


fat person is jolly and happy is false. 
Overeating is spawned of onhappi- 
ness. It's an escape. 


But if she and others can resist 


temptation, next year's holiday sea- 
son may be much happier.
